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DRUG SWINDLE WAR 


RELIEVES DOCTORS 


They Ran Chances of Grave 
Mistakes, They Say. 


DRUGGISTS CLEAN HOUSE 


Police Get a List of the Alleged Coun- 
terfeit Preparations and Som: 
of Wooten’s Letters. 


The publication in THE New YorK Timms 
yesterday of the account of the operations 
of the gang of alleged drug swindlers, and 
the arrest of the men accused of being at 
the head of the swindle, caused a sensa- 
tion emong doctors and druggists. 

Physicians expressed themselves as highly 
gratified that the swindle had at last re- 
celved public attention. There has been a 
wholesale weeding out by reputable drug- 
gists of suspicious compounds in their pos- 
session. The druggists fear that in putting 
thee suspicious drugs into prescriptions they 
may be making grave errors, and the view 


was expressed that the public would be glad 
to learn that it can be sure of getting the 
drugs that physicians actually prescribe. 

George B. Hayes, the attorney for Freidk. 
Bayer & Co, of Elberfeld, Germany, who 
van down the gang of alleged swinaiers 
headed by Howard E. Wooten of 152 East 
Kighty-fourth Street, made an inventory 
at Police Headquarters yesterday of the 
false drugs that had been seized in the 
raids on Wooten’s flat, the flat of C. B. 
Cooper, at 149 East Fifteenth Street, and 
the drug store of Max Weiss at BHighty- 
fourth Street and Columbus Avenue. In 
this he was assisted by members of the 
Detective Bureau, acting under the orders 
of Inspector McClusky. The inventory 
lasted from 1 o'clock until after 9 in the 
evening, and the room at Headquarters 
looked like a huge wholesale drug house. 
The value of the stuff seized is put down 
ai $10,000. 

Even the police and Mr. Hayes had no 
idea of the ramifications,of the work until 
after the task was completed, and they 
said yesterday that they were surpriged at 
their discoveries. Wooten kept sales slips 
of all the druggists to whom these prepar- 
ations had been sold, and all of these slips 
as well as dozens of other account books 
are now in the kands of the police, who 
say they have the names of over 5,000 drug- 
gists throughout the country to whom these 
dangerous mixtures, made by Wooten and 
his aBsociates, had been sold. 

‘Ye-day Anthony Comstock will seize all 
the other illégal articles found in Wooten’s 
and Cooper’a apartments, and he will also 
begin criminal proceedings against both of 
the men. 

Wooten and his associates dealt almost 
wholly in preparations which are used sole- 
ly in physicians’ prescriptions, and the most 
important find in the raids was the circu- 
lars gent out to druggists, and containing 
the code by which they could order the 
preparations. it appears from these, ac- 
CO: to the police, that not only were 
race of Bayer & Co. forged and their 
preparations counterfeited, but the crowd 
dealt also in the preparations made by all 
of the best-known chemical factories in 
Europe, including Schlieirin, Hoffman La 
Reche, Von Heyden, Schering, Reidel, and 
Merck. -Following is the list of drugs which 
it is alleged were counterfeited, both as to 
the preparations and the labels and boxes. 
Among them are the highest-priced drugs 
known to the medical profession. The let- 
ters represent the code by which they were 
to be ordered:

The circular contained the statement, “‘All 
these goods are genuine, in original pack- 
ages and unopened.” A list of articles 
whiose sale is forbidden was also appended, 
and the instruction was given to order oniy 
by letter and to address all communica- 
tions simply to “P. .O. Box 1875, N. JZ. 
City.’”’ 

Inclosed with these circulars was a price 
list written on a letter head of the “‘ Globe 
Drug Company, Manufacturers, Importers, 
and Wholesale Druggists, New York.’”” No 
other address, except *‘ P. O. Box 1875"" and 
cable call appeared on the letter head. 
The price list showed that the drugs in 
the list were being sold at from 10 to 50 
per cent. below the usual selling price. 

It appeared from the papers seized also 
that occasionally a druggist, perhaps made 
suspicious by the low prices, wrote, asking 
how the company could afford to sell at 
these prices. Copies of Wooten’s replies 
were found. In these he said sometimes

Chemical analyses were made of the var- 
ious false drugs boughtyin various shops 
and those found in the raids. One combin- 
ation, called, “phenacetine’ was, found to 
consist of phenacetine, acetanilid and sugar; 
another was made of cqual parts of acet- 
anilid and phenacetine, and yet another 
of @extrine and phenacetine with a little 
acctanilid to give it. strength. So-called 
icthyol, which is a fish oil, largely used 
in surgery, was found in some instances 
to be composed merely of molasses and gly- 
cerine. 

A prominent physician, who has been 
actively connected with Mr. Hayes in run- 
ning down the alleged swindlers, was at

It ap- 
pears from the papers, too. that many of 
the druggists who bought the stuff thought 
that the “Globe Company’ or the “Acme’”’ 
and “ Standard,”’ under which names it was 
also known, was a reputable concern. In 
hondreds of other cases, however, it was 
shown to the satisfaction of the police that 
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aiiminister one of these drugs, and from its 
effect determine that the diagnosis was 
correct or incorrect. If there was no re- 
sponse on the part of the patient, the phy- 
sicians, knowing exactly what effect the 
drug ought to produce, would immediately 
conclude that the diagnosis had been in- 
correct and would seek other sources of 
the complaint. This would be tantamount, 
in many cases, to treating the- patient 
wrongly, and it is impossible to estimate 
the amount of damage that might result, 
“On the other hand, take a case where a 
physician prescribed a drug and the pa- 
tient was served through the druggist with 
a combination that was really harmful. I 
have no doubt that this has been the case 
many times. Many physicians have told 
me lately that they were unable to account 
for the effects of certain drugs that should 
have had an entirely opposite or dissimilar 
effect. I had no idea what was the cause 
of the queer actions of the drugs until this 
matter was brought to my attention. I do 
not think there is a physician in New York 
who will not be glad when this infamous 
trade has been broken up. It has not only 
made us uncomfortable, but it has had a 
decidedly uncomfortable effect on the pub- 
lic. .

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called ‘heart failure’ could be traced to 
the use of these adulterated drugs. A 
patient who could take phenacetine, for 
instance, without any harmful effects 
might be killed by an overdose of acetanilid 
or other heart depressants which, being 
cheap, were mixed with the higher priced 
drugs. None of the drugs in that list 
should ever be taken except on the pre- 
scription of a physician, but there are many 
cases where persons believing that a head- 
ache or some slight ill was all that was 
the matter with them would get a druggist 
to give them a dose of one of these med- 
icines. If such persons died of ‘ heart fail- 
ure’ a few hours later no one would sus- 
pect that they had been dosing themselves 
and perhaps had received fatal doses of 
faise drugs.” 

“* We believe,” said Dr. Hayes, “‘ that we 
have sounded the death knell of the drug 
fakirs. In our endeavors we have been 
greatly aided by reputable physicians and 
honest druggists. It has taken us nine 
years and has cost over $100,000.” 

Mr. Hayes said that the end had not 
been reached, and that, as the result of 
information which had lately come into 
his possession, members of the gang in 
other cities might be arrested.

A young 
man was hastening toward the rear of the 
ear. Bloch grabbed for him and missed, 
but a woman, who said she was Mrs. Rosa, 
but refused her address, grabbed the fellow 
and threw him to the floor of the car. 
When he struggled to get away she sat 
on him. Mrs. Rosa weighs something over 
two hundred pounds. 

In the meantime two or three passengers 
grabbed the young man Rosenbaum was 
holding, and he struggled hard to get 
away. Inspector McDonald of the railway 
company had boarded the car. He closed 
the rear doors and fastened them, and 
then running around the car to fhe front 
platform fastened the front doors.

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COAL FIVE HOURS, LIVES 


Cullen Fell Into Pocket and Mass 
Piled on Him. 


RESCUERS HAD HARD JOB 


As They Shoveled More Slipped Down— 
Thunderftruck When Man Was 
Found Alive and ‘Unhurt.

After being buried in 500 tons of coal for 
five and a half hours in a pocket at the 
plant of the Kings County Gas Company 
yesterday, John Cullen, sixty years old, of 
Fifty-third Street and First Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, was not only rescued, but he refused 
to go to a hospital, and walked to his 
home two blocks away, little the worse for 
his experience. Five policemen, two fire- 
men, the employes at the plant and later on 
the crew of Hook and Ladder 64 performed 
the work of rescue, which took from 10 
o’clock in the morning until 3:30 in the 
afternoon. 

The ¢oal pockets and gas manufacturing 
plant are at the foot of Fifty-fifth Street, 
Brooklyn. Each pocket is about 150 feet 
long, 50 feet high and about 30 feet wide. 
Cullen was at work yesterday morning 
shovelling coal into the pocket when he 
suddenly lost his footing, and shot down 
into the big inclosure which at the time 
was already half filled. Cullen dropped 
about twenty feet and the coal began 
piling on top of him. He let out one yell 
as he fell, and then all was still. It seem- 
ed impossible to those who had seen the 
accident that the old man had not been 
suffocated. 

They at once got to work to extricate him, 
and word was sent to the police station at 
Fourth Avenue and Forty-third Street as 
yell as to the fire house nearby. The 
reserves, consisting of Roundsman McNa- 
mara and Policemen Hurley, Donohue, 
Bolle, and Marinan, and two firemen, re- 
sponded. An effort was made at first to ;. 
get at Cullen by digging away the coal at 
the base of the pocket. This had not pro- 
ceeded long when it was found that as 
the coal was dislodged from below more 
was pouring in at the top and burying the 
man deeper. 

Then the operation was shifted, and the 
policemen began digging away at the top, 
but here also, as the coal was shovelled off 
more ran into the opening and the situa- 
tion was not relieved. It was necessary to 
work quickly if the man was to be rescued 
alive, the policemen thought, so they set 
to work to build a sort of fence to keep 
the coal from pouring in, while they piled 
blankets, bags and whatever else they 
could find over the opening. Then the dig- 
ging from the>top began anew. 

After three hours work Cullen’s head 
appeared and frantic efforts were made to 
get the coal away from his face. When this 
was accomplished he was found fully con- 
scious and apparently little «iisturbed by 
his. predicament. 

“Are you alive?” queried one ,@..the. 
policemen. 

“Sure I’m alive,” said Cullen. spitting a 
mouthful of coal dust from his mouth. 
“ Alive, but not kicking. Sure it’s a tight 
squeeze I’m gettin’.”’ 

The policemen down in the pocket called 
un to the men above that Cullen was alive, 
They would not believe it. 

“They say you're dead,” said the men 
below to Cullen. . 

“Not by considerable,”’ sa 
I get up there ag’in I'll s 
alive all right.” 

All this time the digging went on, and 
as soon as Cullen’s shoulders had been 
brought to ‘the light a rope was passed 
down from above and placed under his 
arms. It was found useless to try and pull 
him out, so tightly was the coal wedged 
about him, and the digging from above 
went on 

While this was going on the coal at the 
bottom of the pocket began to give way 
and Cullen with the rope under his arms

GAS KILLS SIX IN A TUNNEL. 


Heroic Rescuer at Second Attempt 
Fetches Out Stalled Train.

PORT HURON, Mich., Oct. 9.—Six sas 
ployes of the Grand Trunk Railway were 
suffocated to death by coal gas early to- 
day following an accident in St, Clair Tun, 
nel, which runs under the St. Clair River 
from Port Huron to Sarnia, Ontario. 

The dead are: A. S. Begg, Port Huron, 
Superintendent of Terminals; Engineer 
John Coleman, Port Huron; Conductor J. B. 
Simpson, Conductor D. T. Tinsley, Brake- | 
man Thomas McGrath, and Brakeman D. 
A. Gillis, all of Sarnia, Ontario. 

The train, which entered from the Ameri- 
can end of the tunnel and was made up of 
seventeen coal cars, broke in two. Engi- 
neer Coleman, with the three cars that 
were still attached to the engine, steamed 
out of the tunnel into the Sarnia yards, de- 
tach his engine and went back into the 
tibe pr the stalled cars. When his engine 
reach them he attempted to push them 
back through the tunnel and out of the 
American portal. The grade proved too 
steep, however, and the engine and cars 
rolled back into the gas-laden tunnel. Cole- 
man was suffocated at his post in the en- 
gine cab. His fireman, Fred Forester, with 
great presence of mind, jumped into the 
partly filled water tank of the engine, 
where there was enough air to preserve his 
life, although he is in a serious condition 
to-night. 

When news of the broken train reached 
the American side of the tunnel, Superin- 
tendent Begg, accompanied by two other 
employes, started in on foot, hoping that 
the train was near enough to the entrance 
for them to rescue and cary out some of 
the crew. They had gone but a short dis- 
tance when the coal gas became stifling, 
and Begg succumbed, The other two res- 
cuers succeded in crawling to the portal of 
the tunnel on their hands and kneesh. 

Meanwhile preparations were being made 
at the Sarnia end of the tunnel to rescue 
the imprisoned train crew. An engine with a 
party of rescuers entered the tube and had 
proceeded but a short distance when they 
found John Haley, a track walker, lying 
unconscious on the track. He was taken 
out and again the engine plunged into the 
gaseous atmosphere. The rescuers were 
overcome, however, by the gas before the 
train was reached, and Brakeman McGrath 
died. 

Switchman Blake, who was a member of 
the party, after a time made another at- | 
tempt to penetrate the gas, and succeeding | 
in reaching the stalled engine, coupled it to | 
the cars and ran the train out into the day- 
light. 

Simpson, Tinsley, and Gillis were found 
dead in the caboose. Fireman Forester was 
in the water tank of the engine nearly two 
hours before he was rescued. ' |

Electrician Became Fliustered and 
Was Crushed at Station. 


EMPLOYES VERY RETICENT 


Victim Confused by Trains Meeting Him 
After He Had Arranged Signais— 
Motorman Gives Himself Up. 


A special_train, which, one of the train- 
men said, carried a party of some fifty 
men and women who had been exploring 
the west side ‘branch of the rapid transit 
subway, yesterday afternoon ran over and 
killed Michael Kupac, an electrician, forty- 
eight years old, of 602 Sixth Street. 

According to the story that the police got 
from reluctant employes of the subway, 
KKupac was at work on the east platform of 
the station at One Hundred and Thirty- 
seventh Street and Broadway when the 
train bore down upon him and ground him 
to death. According to the police version 
of the affair, Kupac was so tightly wedged 
in underneath the train that it was neces- 
Sary to move it back before his body could 
be extricated. : 

Policeman Stull was standing at One 
Hundred and Thirty-seventh Street and 
Broadway at the time. He heard screams 
from below and ran down to investigate. 
When he reached the station he found Ku- 
pac’s body lying on the platform. Several 
men and women were near. They had ap- 
parently been unnerved by the accident. A 
train was just pulling out on the north- 
bound track. 

Stull summoned an ambulance from the 
J. Hood Wright Hospital, but Kupac was 
already dead when Dr. Wrenn arrived in 
response to the call. Stull sent for the pa- 
trol wagon and had the body taken to the 
station house. 

The policeman then began questioning the 
employes on duty in the subway station. 
The company’s men, however, refused to 
say anything, even to the policeman, and 
even refused to give their own names to 
the policeman as witnesses to the accident. 

Finally Stull threatened to arrest a man 
who had refused to give his name. The 
latter then got frightened and told Stull 
that he was James O’Brien, and that he 
lived at 1,741 Pacific Street, Brooklyn. In 
reply to the policeman’s questions, he said 
that the name of the motorman was 
“James Wilmont.” Stull went back to the 
police station with that piece of informa- 
tion. Capt. McGlynn had just sent him to 
find *“‘ Wilmont”’ and arrest him, when a 
man who said he was Walter Griffin en- 
tered the station house and gave himself 
up to the police as the motorman who had 
run the train that had killed Kupac. He 
was placed under arrest on a technical 
charge of homicide. He was bailed out last 
night. ' 

according to the police Kupac had been 
arranging some signals at the One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-seventh Street station and 
had just stepped aown from the platform 


to the north-bound track to see how they 
worked when thé specia: rushed along. 
There is a curve at the station and Kupac 
could not see the train until it was within 
a few feet of him. He jumped to the next

Had the 
the latter continued up the north bound 
track after he started he would have been 
ali right, for the train stopped soon after 
the wrakes had been applied. 


HOT SPRINGS RADIO-ACTIVE. 


No Evidence That This Property Im- 
parts Any Therapeutic Value. 


Special to The New York Times. . 

NEW HAVEN, Oct. 9.—Radio-activity in 
unexpected strength has been discovered 
in the waters of the healing Hot Springs 
of Arkansas by Dr. B. B. Boltwood, a 
chemist of this city. Dr, Boltwood has 
made an exhaustive study of those waters 
for the Department of the Interior. 

“Although it has not yet been proved 
that the radio-active properties of the heal- 
ing springs impart to them any actual 
therapeutic value,’’ said Dr. Boltwood to- 
day, “it is a very significant fact that 
these properties should be so generally 
found in these waters. The fact that radp- 
active substances can cause action to take 
place through a layer of matter, the skin, 
for instance, would make it seem probable 
that bathing in a radio-active water might 
have some effect on the muscles and tissues. 
Whether this action would be sufficient to 
cause any appreciable effect is an open 
question.” 

Dr. Boltwood also said that he had found 
the water of a well-known New Haven 
spring on East Rock’ to be remarkable for 
its radio-active qualities.

Kuroki’s Position at Bent: 
siaputze Captured. 


RUSSIANS HEAVILY LADEN 


Every Marcher Weighed Down 
with Kit Weighing 100 Pounds. 


JAPANESE THREATEN FLANKS 


Each Army Trying to Cut the 
Other’s Communications— 
Mikado’s Troops Now 
Close to Sing- Min- 
Tung. 


MUKDEN, Oct. 9.—The Russian forward 
movement has begun, and Bentsiaputze has 
been captured with small loss. 

In order to obtain a clear understanding 
of the situation it may be stated that 


two days ago the Japanese had ten divisions 
confronting the Russians north of the Tai- 
Tse River. Their left flank, consisting of 
two divisions, was on the railway at San- 
diapu, thirty miles southwest of Mukden, 
and close to the Hun River. Their centre, 
comprising four divisions, occupied the rail- 
way between Liao-Yang and Chandiapudze, 
twelve miles north. Two more divisions oc- 
cupied the extreme right along the road be- 
tween Bentsiaputze and Pensihu. The Jap- 
anese front extended about fifty-two miles. 

The position at Bentsiaputze was strongly 
fortified and intended to withstand attack. 
It is reported that Gen. Kuroki was there 
in person. 

The Japanese had omitted to fortify one 
hill, which was the key to the position. The 
Russians, aware of this, made a wide detour 
eastward and seized the hill with little op- 
position. The hill, once occupied, exposed 
the ‘whole Japanese position to a heavy 
flanking fire. 

The Russians also turned the Japanese 
right, and, the fortified positions thus be- 
the Japanese were 
forced to withdraw hurriedly from Bensia- 
fighting a rear guard action, in 
The Rus- 
sian losses throughout were small, although 
severe opposition had been expected. 


Cossacks Harry Outposts. 


Gen. Mistchenko’s Cossacks had been har- 
rying the Japanese outposts for several 
days, and were entirely successful in a 
number of engagements. 

The Russian southern advance began on 
Oct. 4 with the occupation of Shakhe rai!- 
way station. The next day the station, 
which had been dismantled by the Japanese, 
was restored by the Railway Brigade, fol- 
lowing immediately behind the fighting line, 
and the same brigade also restored the 
bridge across the Shakhe River. On Oct. 6 
Gen. Mistchenko advanced almost to the 
Yen-Tai Mines, driving in the Japanese out- 
posts with heavy loss at the expense of only 
one killed and five injured.

causing serious loss in a rear-guard fight. 

The Russian casualties are reported to 
have been inconsiderable. 


Japanese Flanking ‘Move. 


While these operations are progressing 
south of Mukden it is reported that two 
Japanese divisions under Gen. Fushimi are 
marching west up the Liao River, and are 
now twenty-two miles south of Sing-min- 
Tung. Gen. Kuroki will, it is expected, 
make a similar move eastward. 

This report, if accurate, leaves the two 
armies in the anomalous position of threat- 
ening each others’ lines of communication, 
the Japanese by a wide turning movement, 
while the Russians, pushing seuth, have 
already inflicted a blow on the Japanese 
right, and are crowding back their centre 
along the railway. 

While it is understood that Mukden is 
not heavily fortified, Gen. Kuropatkin has 
a powerful force behind him, strongly post- 
ed at Tie Pass; and if, as he asserts, the 
Russians are now powerful enough to as- 
sume the offensive, it is possible that his 
advance movement will force the Japanese 
flanking column to withdraw in order to 
protect the Japanese base. 

On the other hand there seems to be a 
possibility of one or both of the Japanese 
columns threatening the railway behind 
the Russians and forcing a suspension of 
their agressive movement. 


KUROPATKIN ORDERS ADVANCE. 


Tells His Army the Moment for Which 
It Has Been Longing Has Come. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 9.—Following is 
tne text of an order of the day issued by 
Gen. Kuropatkin, and dated Mukden, 
Oct. 2: 

“More than seven months ago the 
enemy treacherously fell upon us at Port 
Arthur before the war had been declared. 
Since then, by land and sea, Russian 
treops have performed many heroic deeds 
ef which the fatherland may justly be 
proud. 

“The enemy, however, is not only not 
overthrown, but in his arrogance continues 
to dream of complete victory. 

“ The troops of the Manchurian Army, in 
unvarying good spirits, hitherto have not 
been numerically strong enough to defeat 
the Japanese Army. Much time is neces- 
sary for overcoming all the difficulties of 
Strengthening the active army, so as to 
enable it to accomplish with complete suc- 
cess the arduous but honorable task im- 
posed upon it. 

“it is for this reason that, in spite of 
the repeated repulse of Japanese attacks 
upon our positions at Tashi-Chao, Lian- 
Dian-Sian, and Liao-Yang, I did not con- 
Sider that the time had arrived to take 
advantage of these successes and to begin 
a forward movement, and I therefore gave 
the order to retreat. 


Ordered Retreat Sorrowfully. 


“You left the positions you had so heroic- 
ally defended covered with piles of the 
enemy's dead, and without allowing your- 
Selves to be disturbed by the foe, and in 
full preparedness for a fresh fight. After 
& five days’ battle at Liae-¥Yang yeu re- 
tired on new positions which had been pre- 
*pared previously. 

“ After successfully defending all ad- 
vanced and main positions, you withdrew 
to Mukden under most difficult conditions. 
Attacked by Gen. Kuroki’s army, you 
marched through almost impassable mud, 
fighting throughout the day, and extricat- 
ing guns and carts with your hands at 
night, and returned to Mukden without 
abandoning a single gun, prisoner, or 
wounded man, and with the baggage train 
entirely intact. 

“I ordered the retreat with a: sorrowful 
heart, but with unshaken confidence that 
it was necessary in order to gain cdmplete 
and decisive victory over the enemy when 
the time came, 

“The Emperor has assigned for the con- 
flict with Japan forces sufficient to assure 
us victory. All difficulties in transporting 
these forces over a distance of 10,000 versts 
are being overcome in a spirit of self-sacri- 
fice, and with indomitable energy and skill 
by Russian men of every branch and rank 
of the service and every social position to 
whom has been intrusted this work, which 
for difficulty is unprecedented in the his- 
tory of warfare. 


inflexible Wish of the Emperor. 


“In the course of seven months hun- 
dreds of thousands of men and tens of 
thousands of horses and carts, and millions 
of poods of stores have been coming unin- 
terruptedly by rail from European Russia 
and Siberia to Manchuria. 

‘If the regiments which already have 
been sent out prove insufficient, fresh 
troops will arrive, for the inflexible wish 
of the Emperor that we should vanquish 
the foe will be inflexibly fulfilled. 

“ Heretofore the enemy, in operating, has 
relied on his great forces, and, disposing 
his armies so.as to surround us, has chosen 
as he deemed fit his time for attack, but 
now the moment to go to meet the enemy, 
for which the whole army has been longing, 
has come, and the time has arrived for 
us to compel the Japanese to do our will, | 
for the forces of the Manchurian Army are | 
strong enough to begin a forward move- ; 
ment. 

“ Nevertheless, you must be unceasingly 
mindful of the victory to be gained over 
our strong and gailant foe. In addition to 

‘mumerical strength in all gommands, from 
the lowest to the highest, the firm deter- 
mination must be to prevail to gain victory.

‘Order Evokes Enthusiasm. 


MUEKDEN, Oct. 6—-(Delayed:)—Nemirovich 
ko, in a dispatch to The Associated 
Prens, says: 

“Gen, Kuropatkin’s order to advance, 
which was read to the troops after @ 
church service Oct. 2, evoked wild enthusi- 
asm. 

“Tt was a beautiful Avitumn day. Offi- 
cers and soldiers were packed around Gen. 
Kuropatkin’s train, the steps of which 
were used for a pulpit from which Father 
Golubeff preached to a multitude that 
atretched further than his voice could carry. 
Father Golubeff uttered a fervent prayer 
for victory, and, raising a cross aloft and 
turning to the General, said: 

“The ancients commanded their sona ta 
return with their shield, or on it. I say 
to ycu go forward with the cross, trusting 
in Christ. 

“His words were received in solemn ex-~- 
pectancy by the en, who aid not yet know 
a forward move had been determined upon, 
though there ha. been a period of prepara- 
tion that had aroused strong hopes. 

“The crucial moment came after the 
service. The St. George’s Crosses were dis- 
tributed, the Ussuri Cossacks and the men 
greeting the names of Skobeleff and Adzi- 
off, the great Russian heroes, with ioud 
cheering. Then came the march past he- 
fore the new wearers of the St, George's 
Cross. Gen. Kuropatkin, who meanwhile 
was standing behind the newly decorated 
men, smiled grimly, and, stepping to the 
front,* read personally the announcement 
of a forward move, 

“This was received with deafening cheers 
as far as it was heard and understood, but 
quicker than printed copies of the order 
could cireulate, the announcement ran from 
camp to camp and from bivouack to biv- 
ouack, the men acting like schoolboys on 
vacation when they learned what was in 
the wind. 

Kuropatkin Goes to Front. 

“It is true that the army is now fit to 
measure itself with its Japanese foes. 
Kuropatkin has gathered up reinforcements 
and welded an incomplete army into a com- 
pact whole, and is ready to advance against 
what we have reason to know is a brave 
and clever enemy. 

“Viceroy Alexieff arrived from Harbin 
Oct. 6 to say farewell to Gen. Kuropatkin, 
in view of the latter's departure for the 
front and Viceroy Alexieff's probable re- 
turn to Sussia. 

“We left Mukden the afternoon of the 
same day, amid the cheers of the soldiers, 
for the purpose of overtaking the regi- 
ments on their way to the front The men 
now are thoro ly rested and equipped, 
and there is no ce of the fatigue shown 
at Liao-Yang. There is a very different 
spirit abroad than that noticeable on the 
retreat from Tashi-Chao. 

“ Regiments are arriving from Russia in 
fine condition. The men are in better 
spirits the nearer they get to the front.

JAPANESE REPORT ON SIEGE. 


Russians Desperately Resisted the Ad- 
vance on Port Arthur. 


TOKIO, Oct. 9.—The Imperial Headquar- 
ters last night ,published a series of ex- 
tended reports, covering operations against 
Port Arthur to the end of July. The re- 
ports gover the operations between the 
battle of Nan-Shan, Mey 26, and the actual 
investment of Port Arthur, which began 
July 30. 

The reports are chiefly interesting as. 
showing that the Russians desperately re- 
sisted the Japanese advance southward 
along the peninsula. Indeed, the Russians 


they delayed the actual investment of 
Port Arthur two fyll months. 

Mahby desperate encounters marked the 
slow advance of the Japanese southward 
early in June. On June 13 the Russians 
assumed the aggressive, but were repulsed. 

The Japanese began the general advance 
on June 26. After severe fighting they 
succeeded in occupying a line from Antzu 
Mountain, on the right, to Souting Moun- 
tain, on the left. On July 8 the Russians 
began a general attack. The fighting, 
which continued until the night of July 6, 
included desperate night attacks, the men 
frequently using the bayonets. 

The Russians were finally beaten back. 
The Russians next fortified Antzu Pass. 
The Japanese mounted twelve-inch guns 
captured at Nan-Shan and also naval 
twelve-pounders. Desultory fighting suc- 
ceeded until July 26, when the Japanese 
began a second general attack against 
Soutaikiu and Antzu Pags. All three of 
the Japanese columng were engaged in 
desperate fighting, which raged vntil 
July 27. 

On the morning of July 28 the Japanese 
renewed the battle. The Russian line 
broke and began to retreat. Practically 
the entire Port Arthur garrison, with sixty 
guns, participated in this engagement. The 
Russian losses were 1,000. The Russians 
retired inside the last line of their de- 
fenses. 

At dawn on July 80 the Japanese attacked 
the Russian forts. The guns of the Rus- 
sian fortrese were used for the first time 
in this attack. The Japanese advanced 
within two miles of Port Arthur on July 
80, occupying Taku-Shan heights, and com-

FACTS HARD TO ESTABLISH 


Point Raised as to Whether Lost Japa- 
nese Letters Were on the Caichas, 
Captured by Russians.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The dispatch 
from the firm of Dodwell & Co. of Tacoma, 
agents of the Holt Steamship Line, that 
they should refuse to carry United States 
mails on their Pucific line of steamers has 
not yet reached the Acting Postmaster Gen- 
eral, It is expected that it will be deliv- 
ered to him to-morrow, and the department, 
which hitherto had not taken such a se- 
rious view of the matter, will at once 
institute an inguiry 

Acting Postmaster General Wynne said 
to-night that he knew only what had 
been published in THz New YorK Times in 
regard to the matter, but if the facts were 
as stated and afforded a basis for depart- 
mental action he would take up the mat- 
ter at once with the State Department and 
with the President. 

It 1s now believed that the failure to 
notify the Post Office Department from 
Yokohama in regard to the non-arriyal of 
the Calchas’s mail, as charged by those 
who sent mail by that steamer, and which 
is known not to have gone to its destina- 
tion, fs explained by the fact that the 
Russian authorities sent on the maii after 
searching and holding a portion of it, and 


that the postal agents in Japan, thinking 


they had received all the mail, did not 
notify the department here. The Japanese 
Legation is waiting for information be- 
fore pressing the complaint against the 
Russians. 

It will have to be clearly established that 
the mail which went astray between the 
legation here in Washington and Tokio 
was carried by the Calchas, It was mailed 
June 27 from Washington, and Mr. Taka- 
bira has supposed that it was taken by the 
Calchas, which sailed aboue the time it 
reached the Pacific Coast. However, after 
netification to the State Department and a 
direct inquiry at the Post Office Depart- 
ment by the Japanese Legation, the point 
was raised by department officials that the 
mai] in question may have gone by a Brit- 
ish steamer sailing from Vancouver. 

Assistant Postmaster General Shellen- 
berger has written the Canadian Postmas- 
ter General asking that a thorough inves- 
tigation be made and a report forwarded 
to Washington. Until this report is re- 
ceived from the Canadian postal authori- 
ties or other definite and reliable informa- 
tion comes to the Post Office Department 
here the Japanese Minister will not press 
action in the niatter,

CUNNEEN TELLS ODELL 
MORE FACTS ABOUT GIFT 


Furnaceville Company Got $34,000 
for Termination of Contract. 








$18,000 WAS A_ GRATUITY

Attorney General Cites Minutes to Show 
There Was No Rock Where

ALBANY, N. Y., Oct. 9.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Cunneen gave out another ‘statement 
to-day in which he takes up the points of 
Gov. Odell’s response to his charges in the 
Furnaceville Iron Company matter. 

The Governor attempted to minimize Cun- 
neen’s assertion that the Republican mem- 
bers of the Canal Board voted to allow the 
Furnaceville Iron Company $18,618 for ex- 
cavating rock where no rock existed, by 
declaring that this sum was due the con- 
tractors by reason of the State’s failure to 
permit them to continue their work. To this 
the Attorney General replies: 

“About the moral aspect of the Gover- 
nor’s contention that officers of the State 
may, upon a mere pretext, pay its money 
upon a claim for work which has not been 
performed, I shall express no opinion. The 
facts, however, are not as the Governor 
says he understands them. 

“The Furnaceville Iron Company's claim 
included a distinct item for ‘losses which 
had occurred by reason of the failure of 
the State to permit the contractor to con- 
tinue his work,’ or, in other words, pros- 
pective profits, which were allowed at $34,- 
835.45. - 

“The question on the item of $18,618 was 
whether it was fair or fraud. It had been 
paid before the contract was cancelled. by 
the State, and the suggestion was that it 
had been charged back to the contractor 
and taken out of the sum allowed for the 
failure of the State to allow the work to 
continue, because it was paid without any 
consideration and was a gratuity to the 
contractor.” 

Mr. Cunneen proves his statement by the 
minutes taken at the hearing of the Fur- 
naceville Iron Company’s claim. He says 
that the material excavated which was 
classified as rock excavation, ‘“‘ amounted 
to an increased payment to the contract- 
ors,”’ and that as “‘ the board has found and 
determined that this classification was im- 
proper, this sum should be deducted from 
the amount found due the contractors in 
this proceeding.”’

AND DENOUNCES PARKER 


Says Latter’s Nomination Was Se- 
cured by Crooked Methods. 








FINANCIAL SYSTEM WRONG 





In Letter of Acceptance the Populist 
Candidate for President Calls Gold 
Standard Unconstitutional. 





BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Oct. 9.—Thomas E. 
Watson, nominated for President by the 
Populist Party, has sent a letter of accept- 
ance to Samuel W. Williams, Chairman of 
the Committee on Notification in which 
he says. 

“When two great political parties have, 
in turn, g6verned a country, and have, 
between them, brought about unsatisfac- 
tory conditions, it is but natural that a 
third party should arise. Citizens who have 
looked in vain to ‘the two great parties’ 
for remedial legislation lose confidence in 
both after a while, and adopt one of two 
courses: they either submit to the evils 
of bad government or protest by organizing 
a third partys 

“God never made a grander home for 
his children than that which the Cavalier 
in Virginia, the Dutchman in New York, 
and the Puritan in Massachusetts sought 
as a refuge from the systems of the old 
World. In natural advantages this earth 
holds no region superior to ours. What 
has become of it? With bewildering rapid- 
ity it has been taken from the common peo- 
ple and given to the corporations. It be- 
longed ,to the Government, to all the 
people. It was meant to supply homes to 
individual citizens, and there was enough 
of it to last for many generations. To 
the extent of about two hundred million 
acres, it has been given to railroad corpo- 
rations; and now when a common man 
wants a home in all that vast domain he 
must go to the railroad corporations to 


get it. : 
“A blacker chapter than that which 


records how both the old political parties 
united to despoil the common people of their 


class legislation. 
MONEY POWER AND GOLD STANDARD. 


“Once upon a time we had a financial sys- 
tem of our own. Placed in the Constitution 
as part of our fundamental law, it seemed 
to be firmly fixed. For a hundred years 
this money system was in operation 
among us. Very wise men created this 
system of national finance. It was the one 
subject upon which Thomas Jefferson and 
Alexander Hamilton agreed. In fixing bi- 
metallism.as a system. and the silver dollar 
as the unit of value, they had no selfish 
motive. Two lofty-minded statesmen 


agreed upon that system as the right sys- 
tem. It remained in force, giving full satis- 
faction, until the money power, in its march 
of conquest, found it to be a barrier. 

“The money power demaads a standard 
which it can control, and one metal 1s 
easier to control than two. For the same 
reason, it opposes Governmental issues ot 
paper money, and will never be confent 
until the greenbacks are called in aid de- 
stroyed. To establish the single gold stanc- 
ard, which sets the Constitution aside, the 
statute had to be violated. ‘The word 
‘coin’ had to be construed .o mean ‘ guid 
only,’ and the paper note, ‘ssuxd on silver, 
had to be redeemed in a manner different 
from that prescribed by law. 

“There aro at least five reasons, why the 

old standard cannot be considered as 


ixed: 

e o It 1s unconstitutional. 

**(2.) It vioiates statute law. ; 

*(3.) The supply of gold might incr-as¢ 
bevond all the calculations of the money 
power. Thas, the standard of value would 
get beyond their control. In that event, the 
money power itself would chauye the stana- 


ard, 

*-(4.) The supply of gold might suddenly 
cease. In-chat event contraction would at 
once set in, because the countrys expan- 
sion in business and increas3 in popuiation 
require a constantly increasing volume of 
currency, if the horrors of -sontractien 
should ages come upon us by the selfish 
policy of the money power, the people 
would compel a change in th? standard. 
Wall Street gave us the panic of 1874; Wail 
cs gave us the panic of 1593. Let Wall 

reet give us another, and it may find 
that it has given us one too many. The 
American people have about. reached the 
limit of endurance. We have nearl much 
of ‘Constitutionalism’ in this campaign. 
The sincerity of the cry is shown by the 
fact that the gold standard, whien violates 
the statute law and the Constitution, is nct 
only supported og f Theodore Roosevelt, the 
imperialist, but by Alton B. Parker, the 
chusen apostle of Constitutionalism. 

*(5.) The gold standard is not * irreveca- 
bly fixed,’ because it is unsctentific and 
wrong. Nothing is more certain than tat 
the people of this country will continue 
their struggle until they have a Nati nal 
currency which the money power can.ot 
control, and which answers the purpose of 
perfecting exchanges without oecoming an 
armory from which the buecanvers of mod- 
ern finance draw the irresistiole weapons 
with which they attack vaiu¢és and raid the 
markets. 

“Another example of class legislation is 
found in a study of our transportation sys- 
tern. We have given to the various corpora- 
tions, which control our telegraph, tele- 
phone, express, and railroad business, such 
enormous powers that the Government itself 
is a dwart among these giants. There rev- 
enues are greater than those of the Govern- 
ment. Their power to tax fualfS not only 
upor: the public, but upon the Government 
itself. In the late conflict with Spain, 
the manner in which they preyed upon 
the Government was something frightfui 
in its rapacity. And the constant practice 
they have of charging the Government for 
the annual use of a postal car a greater 
sum than the cost of the car is but one 
evidence of the undisputed fact that the 
Government dares not deny them anything. 

“They almost openly use the frank of 
members of Congress to add to the weight 
of mail matter ing that annual period 
when the mail isfweighed to adjust the 
average. Hundreds’ of tons of junk is thus 
handled during those few days; and upon 
this fraudulent mail matter the average 
for the entire year is based; the taxpayers 
have to pay. The Congressmen who lend 
theniselves to this swindle get free passes 
and other good things. 

**In express charges,. freight rates, tele- 
phone and telegraph tariffs the public is 
plundered every day in the year; and the 
manner in which they submit to it is one 
of the marvels of the age. No other people 
among civilized nations is so cursed with 
corporation tyranny as ourselves; and we 
never seem to think that any remedy is 
possible. 

* Already more than half of the annua! 
increase of wealth is absorbel by less 
tian @ dozea trusts. Already we have men 
s9> rich that they could buy up the entire 
property contained in one of our States. 
The very life of the Republic demands 
the curbing of these gigantic combin:tions, 
and overt aggressive step they take hence- 
forth will hasten the day when imperative 
public opinion will compel the constituted 
authorities to protect the _ from rush- 
less spoliation of this kind. 

ROOSEVELT AND PARKER. 

“Much abuse has been heaved upon nie 
because more time was devote] by me to 
denunciation of Parker than of Roosevelt. 
The reason is obvious enough. Rooseveit 
is a straignt-cut Republican, wno declarcs 
boldly for Republican Pagacipies, defiar tly 
defending cxisting condftions. To attack 
him is a short, easy job.

“POPULISTS” ALL REPUBLICANS 


What Examination of Signatures of 
Nomination Certificates Shows. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Oct. 9.—There was filed with 
the Secretary of State last week what pur- 
ported to be the nomination certificates of 
the ‘‘ Populists of New York,’’ nominating 
Watson and Tibbles Presidential Electors, 
together with a State ticket headed by Al- 
fred J. Boulton of Brooklyn for Governor. 

The law requires that such independent 
nominating certificates, to be valid, shall be 
signed by 3,000 voters, not less than fifty 
to a county, and that each county shall 
have fifty sigrers; also that each signer 
shall swear that he intends to support the 
candidates whom he thus participates in 
nominating by independent certificate. 

Examination of the Populist nominating 
certificate of Albany County shows that 
the signers are all Republicans. The best 
known Populist, according to the names 
on the Albany County certificate, is ex- 
Assemblyman Jacob D, Leversee of Cohoes. 


The facts disclosed as to the character of 
the Albany County ‘“ Populist’’ nominat- 
ing certificate, coupled with information 
which has lately come from all parts of 
the State, setting forth that men weil 
known as the agents of Chairman-Gov. 
Odell and Executive Chairman Barnes 
have been procuring signatures to these 
‘Populist’ certificates, indicate that the 
“ Populist ’’ ticket of 1904 is but-a repe- 
tition of the ‘‘ United Democracy ”’ fiasco 
of 1897, and the ‘“ Liberal Democracy ”’ 
ticket of 1902, both of which were engi- 
neered by Odell and Barnes as an annex 
to the Republican State machine. 


KAISER MAY BREAK RECORD. 


Liner Due at Plymouth Seven Minutes 
Ahead of Deutschland’s Time. 


When the big North German Lloyd liner 
Kaiser Wilhelm IL, reaches Plymouth, Eng- 
land, this morning it is possible that she 
will have broken all records for the passage 
between New York and Plymouth. This 
much-coveted record, since September, 1900, 
has been held by the Hamburg-American 
ship Deutschland, which crossed in five 
days, seven hours, and thirty-eight min- 
utes. This time will probably be lowered 
by some minutes, according to figures on 
the tme of both passages from New York to 


the Scilly Islands, where the Kaiser Wil- 
helm II. passed at 10:55 o’clock last night. 
In 1900, when the Deutschland made her 
record, she passed the Scilly Islands just 
five days, four hours and thirty minutes 
after she left New York. The Kaiser Wil- 
helm II., which sailed from New York last 
Tuesday for Plymouth, Cherbourg and 
Bremen passed the Sandy Hook Lightship 
at about 1:32 P. M. Her time of passage to 
the Scilly Islands is approximately five days 
four hours and twenty-three minutes. From 
these figures it appears that the Kaiser 
Wilhelm IIL, is seven minutes ahead of the 
record of the Deutschland. Until the time 
of her arrival off the Eddystone Light- 
House is known it cannot be correctly as- 
certained whether she has broken or equal-

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PAPAL POL.CY TOWARD 
ITALIAN GOVERNMENT 


Change Predicted Since Election of 
Pope Pius X. 


SCANT BASIS FOR PROPHECY 


Those Who Desire Reconciliation !g- 
fore the Benefits of the Pres- 
ent Situation.

ROME, Oct 2.—Ever sincé the election 
of Pius X. to the Papal throne there seems 
to have existed a general expectation of 
some change in the policy of the Holy See 
with regard to the Italian Governmeft—a 
policy laid down more or less definitely by 
Pius IX., and still more exactly defined and 
enforced during the long reign of his suc- 
cessor, though the first years of the pon- 
tificate of Leo XIII. raised hopés very sim- 
ilar to those entertained to-day. 

Thére is, of course, a natural tendency to 
credit a new ruler with new ideas; but, 
apart from this, it is hard to imagine how 
either the past history of the Papacy or 
that of Pius X. suggests the probability of 
a new departuré made by the Holy See it- 
self. 

The Holy See has never voluntarily re- 
treated from any position that it has taken 
up, or abated any one of its pretensions, 
and Pius X. has ever shown himself singu- 
larly tenacious of Papal claims and faithful 
to the principles laid down by his imme- 
diate predecessors. It is true that as Pa- 
triarch of Venice he found himself more 
than once in friendly relations not only 
with the house of Savoy, but also with the 
actual Government of Italy, also that he 
has always shown a keen interest and s0- 
licitude with regard to the welfare of the 
Italian people; but even in those days it 
was clear to all who knew him that Car- 
dinal Sarto, however liberal minded in mat- 
ters which did not immediately affect the 
Church, was a most uncompromising de- 
fender of the claims of the Holy See in 
what is generally known as the Roman 
question. And this has been amply con- 
firmed by all his public utterances since his 
election, which admit of no doubt whatever 
as to the attitude held toward that question 
by Pius X. 

And yet this expectation of a change of 
policy still survives; not in Italy so much, 
perhaps, as in other countries where the 
possibility of an immediate step to be taken 
by the Pontiff himself is constantly dis- 
cussed. The wish, no doubt, is to some ex- 
tent father to the thought, but the wish 
must be strong, indeed, to persist in spite 
of such direct discouragement, and, as it 
is so strong, there is reason to discuss the 
desirability, if not the possibility, of its ful- 
fillment. 

The wish certainly received some sup- 
port from two recent events; the result of 
the Congress held early in the year at Bo- 
logna, and the visit paid by Cardinal Svam- 
pa, in the same city, to the King of Italy. 
Of the first there are already signs that 
its importance has been exaggerated. The 
defeat of the reactionary party, which had 
controlled and crippled the Opera dei Con- 
gressi Cattolici, and the apparent unanim- 
ity of the great majority of more liberal 
Catholics under the leadership of Count 


Grosoli—a leadership approved and ratified 
by Pius X.—raised hopes that Catholic ac- 
tivity in Italy would at last assume a more 
liberal as well as a more useful form. 


HOPE FOR A NEW ERA, 


Already, however, the harmony of the 
movement has been disturbed by its ex- 
treme elements; by a somewhat unscrupu- 
lous attempt on the part of the reaction- 
aries to recapture the direction, and by the

clearly understood from the first that, in 
approving a more liberal direction of the 
Opera dei Congressi Cattolici, the Pontiff 
gave no permission for an essential change 
of policy, and no hopes to the Christian 
Democrats that the dream of Don Romolo 
Murri could be realized.

distincfly stated at the time that the pro- |

XIII. was still to be observed. Neverthe- 
less, there are not a few ardent Catholics 
in Italy who refuse to take that prohibition 
as final, who catch at every suggestion of 
its removal, and still cherish the belief that 
the conference at Bologna may prove the 
beginning of a new era. 

As for the visit of Cardinal Svampa to 
the King of Italy, it has already been suf- 
ficiently commented upor in the columns 
of The Times, and needs no further ex- 
planation. The Cardinal was aves full 
perenieston to act as he thought st; and 
f, as there is reason to believe, he went 
rather beyond the limits which would have 
been otherwise fixed by the Vatican, there 
has been no sign on their part that they 
disapproved or regretted his action. It is 
impossible to ignore the significance of the 
tacit admission that the Holy See no longer 
regards all its claims to sovereignty as 
alike. But it is well to remember the 
limits of this admission and that the prac- 
tical renunciation of its claims to the Ro- 
magnas was almost immediately preceded 
by the vigorous protest in which, on the 
occasion of Mr. Loubet’s visit, it reasserted 
its claims to the sovereignty of Rome. So 
that, om the whole, this limiting of the 
scope of its claims upon its old dominions 
may indicate a desire en the part of the 
Holy See to intens’fy rather than to weaken 
the importance of those claims upon which 
it still insists. 

{t may be asked what benefit can be de- 
rived from insisting upon one claim more 
than another when all are equally impossi- 
ble—when the restitution of Rome has be- 
come as inconceivable as the restitution of 
the legations. There is at least this bene- 
fit, that it limits the sphere of protest and 
consequent tension with the overnment 
of Italy. Also that it offers further proof 
that the Holy See is contending for the 
principle, and not the substance, involved 
in temporal power. The assurance of lib- 
erty and independence for the Church 
might, in the opinion of the faithful, call 
for the restitution of the City and Province 
of Rome, but they could not pretend that 
it was dependent on the possession of Um- 
bria, Romagna, and the Marches. 

It was some such idea as this—that the 
Holy See was holding out for the erg 
involved in temporal power and not for the 
substance of. power—which inspired an ar- 
ticle in the Osservatore Romano June i4, 
since become the subject of much comment 
and misconception in the Italian press. The 
article, entitled ‘‘I Motivi di non Cedere,”’ 
was not, as some clerical newspapers 
seemed to suppose, a statement of official 
views; as a matter of fact, it was signed 
with the initial of a well-known writer 
in that journal, who has carried the prac- 
tice of tortuous argument and ambiguity 
to such a length as to have now become 
quite incapable of making his meaning 
clear even when he desires to do so. His 
subsequent explanations, though but little 
less obscure and ambiguous than the orig- 
inal article, should, from the mere fact 
that they are explanations, be regarded as 
more authoritative since they were pre- 
sumably not offered without some consul- 


tation. 
TEMPORAL CLAIMS OF PAPACY.

a very difficult problem. 

There is other and petpaps more con- 
elusive évidence that the Vatican does not 
share jn the expectation of a solution be- 
ine offered ye Pius X. or believe in the 
likelihood of his taking any step toward 
a change in the present situation. More- 
over, before any overtures can be made on 
either side there are at least two points 
which wotld have to be made clear. One 
the basis upon which the question would be 
discussed. 

Naturally the Vatican would insist that 
the question was an international one to be 
settled only with the consent and assist- 
ance of all the Catholic powers. The exist- 
ing law of gua@ranteés might suggest that 
the Italian Government would acquiesce in 
this view, but ecircumstanees have altered 
since the law of guarantees was framed, 
ahd it is by no means certain that the 
Italian Government would take the same 
view to-day. And the other point is 
whether an imperféct solution—and indeed 
ho solution. could be ge vce nem tA to both 
sides—would be really preferable to the 
existing state of things. 


PRESENT SITUATION 
TAGES. 


Those people who are so anxious to bring 
about a reconciliation between the Vatican 
and the Kingdom of Italy are wont to ignore 
the fact that the present situation has its 
advantages as well as its disadvantages, 
and that it is not so certain that the latter 
predominate. At any rate the continuance 
of that situation for thirty-four years has 
accustomed both sides to make such use 
of its advantages that they would be nat- 
urally unwilling to forego them in favor 
of a leap into the dark. 

The disadvantages are apparent, but they 
are not alWays so real as they seem; where- 
as the benef'is are not so evident and are 
sometimes more profitable than either side 
would willingly admit. It is a drawback 
for both the Quirinal and the Vatican that 
the heads of foreign and Catholic States 
cannot come to Rome. This is certainly not 
the moment to be skeptical as to the value 
of royal visits, but at least one may remark 
that the visit of M. Loubet was the conse- 
quence and not the cause of the friendly 
understanding with France, and that the 
Triple Alliance was coneluded and cordial 
relations have been re-established with 
Austria in spite of the absence of the Em- 
peror Francis Joseph. 

No one could seriously pretend that the 
riotous proceedings of a few students on 
either side of the frontier, with the »oc- 
casional flicker irredentism, would cease 
if the Emperor of Austria paid a visit to 
the Quirinal, or that his presence would 
have any effect upon the commercial treat- 
jes between the two countries; nor can it be 
supposed that an interview between Pius 
X. and M. Loubet would stem the tide of 
anti-clericalism in France, or that a visit 
to either the Quirinal or the Vatican would 
be the catise of anything but embarrassment 
to the King of Spain. 

It is not to be denied that the prohibition 
which M. Loubet disregarded does con- 
stitute a disadvantage, but one not so se 
rious as the Quirinal pleases to maintain; 
while, if the Vatican really finds that pro- 
hibition so hurtful to its own interests, it 
has only to withdraw it. There is further- 
more the disadvantage of the effect pro- 
duced on Italy by the open antagonism be- 
tween the Church and State. And that 1s 
a matter which requires further explana- 
tion, or, rather, a general review of the 
whole situaticn, to be estimated at its act- 
ual beds ey 

Speaking in very general terms, it may 
be roughly sald that there are three prin- 
cipal forces, ideas, or tendencies, however 
one may like to describe them, in Italy—the 
monarchy, the Church, and a Socialism 
which is really republican. Viewed superfi- 
cially, on the ostensible surface, two of these 
forces are allied aghinst the common enemy 
of both, the Church. But the Church is 
not the natural enemy of the monarchy, 
and below the surface the natural law as- 
os itself and cannot fail to be recog- 
nized. 

To put the case bluntly, the monarchy 
has nothing to fear from the Church and 
is quite aware of the fact, but It has rea- 
son to dread the restless growth of the re- 
publican idea, which has found a fertile 
soil in the Socialism born of Italian pov- 
erty and discontent. while the Church, its 
eyes opened by recent history in France, 
knows equally well that in Italy the mon- 
archy is the real barrier between itself and 
destruction. 


HAS ADVAN- 


Nothing would seem more simple than ; 


that the. Church and the monarchy should 
wish to come to terms and assume their 
natural relations to each other, forming a 
mutual alliance against the natural enemy. 
Unfortunately, such a_ solution is not so 
simple as it seems, The Italian Govern- 
ment has hitherto made capital out of the 
professed hostility of the Church, and, 
posing as a champion of freedom against 
the encroachments of clericalism, has dis- 
armed Socialism of one of its most dan- 
gerous weapons, and even succeeded, to a 
vor ae oxten*., in getting the support 
of the extreme party. 

And the position which it thus holds fs 
not an unfavorable one, for it has all the 
credit of a strong anti-clericalism without 
incurring the risks of putting that policy 
into practice, for it can always plead that 
its hands are tied by the Law of Guarantees 
and that it is forced to capers the obliga- 
tions which it has inherited. If this posi- 
tion were abandoned, cicricalism would be 
immediately added to the sins of the estab- 
lished form of government, and the assault 
of all the forces of extreme liberalism 


would be certain. 
AGREEMENT FOR MUTUAL BENEFIT. 


An open reconciliation would have, then, 
its disadvantages for the Vatican as well 
as the Quirinal, as protection of clerical in- 
terests can often be given secretly where it 
would be inconvenient to give it openly. 


But it is possible for two parties to have a 
good understanding without taking all the 
world into their confidence, and it can 
hardly be supposed that the very anomalous 
situation has been maintained by the 
Quirinal and the Vatican for more than 8 
quarter of a century without their having 
arrived at some kind of working, though 


unwritten, agreement for their mutual 


benefit.

IN ONE NEIGHBORHOOD 


In Twelve Days—Search for Man 
Who Sold Liquor. 


FUNERALS, THEN MORE DEATHS 


“ Stryker’s Farm" District on West Side 
Talking of Nothing Else—One 
Victim a Prizefighter. 


Fifteen deaths in twelve days, all said to 
be due to the drinking of impure whisky, 
have occurred in that part of Manhattan 
called “Stryker’s Farm,” or “ Stryker’s 
Lane,” between Tenth Avenue and the North 
River from Forty-third Street to Fifty-ninth 
Street. All of these deaths were reported 
as “ sudden deaths,” and might have passed 
unnoticed if they had not been in a group 
and if considerable talk had not resulted 
from the fact that several victims became 
ill while attending funerals of their friends. 

The Coroner and the police are now look- 
ing for the man or men who sold the liquor. 

Of the fifteen deaths, four were in one 
house, and two each in three other houses. 
The list is as follows:

TO STOP OPIUM TRAFFIC. 


Hope That China Will Be Released from 
Treaty at End of War. 


BUFFALO, Oct, 9.—A proposal of the In- 
ternational Reform Bureau that when the 
close of the war in the Far East reopens 
all Chinese questions, friendly powers shall 
press Great Britain to release China from 
the treaty that compels toleration of the 
opium traffic, has been forwarded to the 
Japanese Government, which, it is stated, 
was favorably considering a similar pro- 


posal when the war broke out. 
This fact was made public here to-day in 


a sermon by the bureau’s Superintendent, 
Dr. Wilbur F. Crafts, at the Niagara 
Square Congregational Church. 

At the time of the Boxer outbreak thirty- 
three American missionary societies peti- 
tioned Secretary Hay to initiate diplomatic 
action tor China’s release from the opium 
treaty, but the Boer war made it seem in- 
opportune for a friendly nation to press 
an appeal at that time. 

he International Reform Bureau will ap- 
peal to statesmen and philanthropists and 
the press all over the world to take up the 
protection of China’s integrity in a moral 
sense. It will be urged that not only moral 
but commercial grounds exist for diplomatic 
interposition, since the pauperizing of one 
hundred millions of Chinese in the families 
of opium sots seriously decreases China’s 
buying power in all markets. 

Dr. Crafts interviewed Wu-Ting-Fang 
when he was Minister at Washington, and 
was assured that China would instantly 
restore its prohibition of opium by such a 
law as that of Japan if allowed to do so.

RED BANK, N. J., Oct. 9.—The negroes 
of this place are objecting strenuously to 
the “Jim Crow” seats, as they call them, 
which have been installed in the opera 
house by the new manager, H. J. Garrity. 

Lewis Sommerset, editor of the negro 
newspaper, The Mail and Express of this 
place, alleges editorially that under the old 
manager negroes of the better class always 
sat where they could pay to sit. He de- 
clares that there are not many white people 
who are “afraid to sit alongside of a de- 
cent, self-respecting cqlored person in the 
opera house or any other place.” 

Editor Sommerset also says: ‘‘ Mr. Gar- 
rity comes from Asbury Park, where race 
prejudice in amusement places is almost 


thick enough to be cut with a knife, and 
there is little wonder that he would bring 
the same contagious disease to Red Bank. 
Colored people of the better class have al- 
ways sat where they wanted to in the opera 
house, and it is more than ap | that they 
will continue to do so in the future, Mr. 
Garrity’s color line drawn to the contrary 
notwithstanding.”’ 


TROLLEY CAR RUNS AWAY. 


Piunges Down an Embankment and Sev- 
eral Persons Are Hurt. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, Oct. 9.—A troley car 
ran away on a steep hill between High- 
lands and the Hudson River, opposite this 
city to-day, jumped the track on a sharp 
curve, and plunged down an embankment 
into a ravine fifteen feet deep.

AMATEUR STATUS IN SCHOOLS. 
Dr. Gulick and Others Discuss Subject 


at Schoolmasters’ Association Meeting. 


What shall be the conditions of amateur 
status in secondary schools was the prin- 
cipal subject for discussion at the regular 
meeting of the Schoolmasters’ Association 
of New York and Vicinity, at the University 
Building, on Washington Square, Saturday. 
An ement sanctioned by the Athletio 
Council was reported to have been signed 
by representatives of the Horace Mann 
High School, Erasmus Hall High School, 
De Witt Clinton High School, Prospect 
Heights School, East Orange High School, 
Kyle Institute, Columbia Institute, West 
Seventy-second Street School, Manhattan; 
Jamaica High School, Chapin Collegiate 
School, Brooklyn Latin School, College of 
the City of New York, Curtis High School, 
and New Brighton School, Staten Island. 

The agreement says that one full month 
shall be required of all pupils before they 
shall be entitled to represent the school in 
athletics, and orly those who maintain a 
grade of scholarship which will entitle them 
to promotion (if continued without improve- 
ment) shall be entitled to represent the 
school in athletics. No pupil who has 
reached the age of twenty-one shall be 
eligible to represent the school in any 
branch of athletics, and no one under pen- 
alty of discipline shall represent his school. 
No pupil who is a graduate of a four-year 
secondary school course shall be eligible to 
compete, and boys must ve in good standing 
as amateurs. All games will be played on 
Fridays, Saturdays, and weekday holidays. 

In a paper prepared by Dr. Luther Halsey 
Gulick, physical director of the New York 
City Public Schools, the history of ‘‘ Athlet- 
ic Legislation " was traced, and showed how 
the definition of an amateur athi-.te had 
been gradually evolved. Dr. Gulick de- 
scribed the means that were used to assist 
worthy students who were good athletes, 
but who without such assistance would not 
take the time for athletics because of their 
poverty. He said that in the beginning such 
methods were meritorious. A weaithy grad- 
uate of a college would often pay the en- 
tire expenses of such a student, and the 
young man might be a good student, too, 
as well as a good athlete, This system, he 
claimed, however, had developed until pro- 
fessionalism extinguished alz sense of sport. 
Dr. Gulick further said that there could not 
really be any discussion about the matter 


at all, as the only way is to exclude as pro- 
fessionals any boy who receives any sort of 


@ money prize. 

Gustavus Kirby, Chairman of the Advis- 
ory Committee of the Intercollegiate Asso- 
ciation, was of the opinion that the strict 
law often worked a hardship, as, for in- 
stance, a boy accepts as a prize a couple of 
dollars at a picnic. Each case should be 
judged upon its merits, and perhaps a boy 
who had infringed against the rules to a 
mete trifling extent might be pardoned, 

Dr. Walter B. Gunnison of Erasmus Hall 
High School, Brooklyn, said that he thought 
the matter was being carried to an extreme. 
He cited the case of a student of sociology 
who, in order to study social conditions in a 
certain locality, accepted a position at cer- 
tain grounds where he was paid $1.50 a day 
for a portion of his time. é was told that 
he must give it up or cease to have recog- 
nition as an amateur. Dr. Gunnison added: 
“That young man was as earnest an ama- 
teur as any one, I would say make the rules 
such as to admit him, or else throw the rule 
overboard.” 


PRETTY POLLY MEETS DEFEAT. 


Famous English Filly Beaten for the 
First Time in France. 


PARIS, Oct. 9.—The Prix du Conseil Mu- 
nicipal, $20,000, the great event of Autumn 
flat racing, resulted in a huge surprise, a 
rank outsider, Presto IL, owned by Gaston 
Dreyfus, and ridden by Jockey Ransch, 
easily defeating the hitherto invincible Enz- 
lish filly Pretty Polly, which even the 
French public backed extensively at 2 to 1 
on. Presto II. took and held the lead from 
the start, and won without effort. Pretty 
Polly and Zinfandel, another English crack, 
made a keen fight for second place. The 
winner paid 66 to 1. 

The weather was splendid and the at- 
tendance was enormous, including many 
leading English horse owners. The victory 


of Preston II. was aay popular, despite 
the satisfaction felt in a French horse win- 
ning, Owing to the amount of the public’s 
money placed on the favorite, 


Pretty aay went to France from Eng- 
land especia 7 for the Prix du Conseil 
Municipal with the remarkable record of 
never having been beaten. Her race for 
the great French event, one of the most 
famous open races of the French turf, was 
the sixteenth of her career, and the first 
in which she has met defeat. Pretty . olly, 
three years old, by Gallinule-Admiration, 
is the property of Major Eustace. As a 
two-year-old she ran and won nine times, 
all of her victories being in important 
stakes. At three years she began by 
winning the One Thousand Guineas, and 
the six races she captured this season in- 
cluded the Epsom Oaks and the Doncaster 
st. er. In the fifteen races she has 
won, Pretty Polly has earned a total of 
$159,000 for her owner.

Many 
of them went to the church on foot, others 
who were not equal to such a test of physi- 
cal strength were brought from their homes 
in a big touring car belonging to John §. 
Huyler, the candy manufacturer, who is 
one of the members of Calvary Church, 
and in other conveyances that had been 
pressed into service for the purpose. From 
the Aged Women’s Home at One Hundred 
énd Eleventh Street and Amsterdam Ave- 
nue, fifteen of the residents were taken to 
church in a large electric omnibus. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles L. Goodell, pastor 
of the church, with whom the idea of hold- 
ing the service originated, preached a ser- 
mon specially directed to old people, Aside 
from this there was another feature which 
the old folks enjoyed. For weeks Choir 
Director Cornell had arranged the musical 
programme of the service, and his choir 
had been rehearsing hymns and anthems 
that were popular half a century ago, but 
little used now, and which were revived 
for the benefit of the aged visitors yes- 
terday,. 

The hymns, “Going Home,” and “ The 
Saints’ Home,” and Tours’s anthem, “ Pil- 


lars of the Barth,” as well as the solo, 
“There’s a Beautiful Land on High,’’ were 


sung yesterday. The last hymn, “ The 
Saints’ Home,” which is set to the music 


of “Home, Sweet Home,"”’ was sung princi- 
pally by the vested choir, including fifty 
children, at the recessional, and tears 
etreamed down many a wrinkled cheek as 
the music died away until at last only a 
faint-note was borne into the church from 
the vestry after the choir had retreatea.

American merchants who. do _ business 
with Cuba are said to be much dissatis- 
fied -~with the working of the reciprocity 
treaty.

price level is modified. , 

* The cotton trade is active. Raw ma- 
terial shipments to this country are very 
heavy. Prices this week have seen the 
point in eighteen months, but 
speculative energy has resulted in some 
recovery. The manufacturing districts 
are doing well. 

‘‘ Business in the woolen and worsted 
trades is still improving. The war con- 
tinues to provide an excellent outlet for 
blankets and warm clothing. Colonial 
purchases maintain an encouraging vol- 
ume, and the home market is somewhat 
better. 

“ The iron and steel trade reports are 
irregular. Pig iron is dearer. The west 
coast seems specially depressed in all 
branches, while the Midlands are doing 
fairly well. South Wales is again de- 
ploring the importation of large quanti- 
ties of German steel. Trade in Scotland 
is on the whole satisfactory. The east 
coast reports better prospects for Cleve- 
land pig iron exports.”

ESTIMATED FOR A YEAR 


Exports of All Nations, $10,515,- 
000,000;Imports,$11,809,000,000 


BIG SHARE FOR THIS COUNTRY 


Exports of $1,590,050,000 from the 
United States to Other Nations— 
Our Imports $870,023,000.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The world’s com- 
merce in the latest year for which statis- 
tics are available is pictured in the An- 
nual Report of the Chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, 

It shows the total exports of all nations 
of the world to be, in the latest year avail- 
able, $10,515,000,000, and the value of the 
tctal imports of all nations, $11,800,000,- 
000. This would give the total value of the 
world’s imports and exoprts combined as 
$22,324,000,000, but since all articles which 
were counted as exports became in turn im- 
ports when they entered the country of des- 
tination, it would appear that the actual 
value of the articles entering into interna- 
tional commerce is, in round terms, $11,000,- 
000,000. 

The value of the articles forming the in- 
ternal commerce of the United States is es- 
timated at about 22 billions of dollars in a 
single year. This estimate is formed by 
taking the census valuation of the manu- 
factures, agricultural products, products of 
the fisheries and forests, &c., and adding 
thereto the cost of transportation between 
producer and the first consumer, and thus 
includes in the estimated value of the in- 
ternal commerce only a single transaction 
in each article. 

The experts of Europe amount to $6,498- 
000,000, out of a total of $10,515,000,000 
exports of all countries of the world, and 
her imports are $8,301,000,000, out of the 
total of $11,809,000,000 of the total imports 
of all the countries of the world. 

Of the §$8,301,000,000 of imports into 
Burope, $1,202,500,000, or 14.48 per cent., 
is trom the United States, and of the 
$6,498,000,000 of exports, $407,858,000, or 6.27 
per cent, were sent to the United States. 

Of the total imports of North America, 
other than the United States, which 
amounted to 8437.476,000, $237,903,000, or 
64.38 per cent., was from the United States, 
and of the exports of North America, ex- 
clusive of the United States, which amount- 
ed to $417,206,000, $209,646,000, or 50.25 per 
cent., was sent to the United States. 

Of the $349,691,000 imports of South Amer- 


ica, $43,878,000, or 12.55 per cent., was from 
the United States, and of the total exports 
of South America, amounting to $537,439,000, 
$197,161,000, or 1.94 per cent., was sent to 
the United States. 

Of the total cports of Asia, amounting to 
$1,001,000,000, $46,788,000, or 4.66 per cent., 
was from the United States, and of the ex- 

rts from Asia amounting to $1,029,099,000, 

112,231,000, or 10.91 per cent., went to the 

nited States. 

Of the imports of Oceania, (exclusive of 
Hawaii,) amounting to $292,107,000, $34,855,- 
000, or 11.93 per cent., was from the United 
States, and of the exports, amounting to 
$308,788,000, $27,070,000, or 8.77 per cent., 
was to the United States. 

Of the imports of Africa, which amounted 
to $436,256,000, 24.333,000, or 6.58 per 
ecent., was from the United States, and of 
the exports, amounting to $288,483,000, 
$6,457,000, or 2.24 per cent. was sent to the 
United States, 

Taking the world as a whole, exclusive of 
the United States, the imports amount to 
$10,818,143,000, of which $1,590,050,000, or 
14.7 per cent. is from the United States; 
while the exports of all countries, exclusive 
of the United States, amount to $9,079,761,- 
000, of which $870,023,000, or 9.59 per cent., 
went to the United States.

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THE CALCHAS MAIL. 

It seems incredible that Russian offi- 
cials should have been guilty of the atro- 
cious blunder attributed to them by the 
owners of the British ship the Calchas, 
seized off the Japanese coast last July. 

According to the statement of Messrs. 
ALFRED Ho.Lt & Co., the owners of the 
vessel, the Calchas is detained at Viadi- 
vostok on the plea of the Russian Crown 
advocate that she carried mail from the 
United States conveying financial infor- 
mation of value to the enemy addressed 
to Japanese officials, It is asserted by 
the Tacoma agents of the line # their 
dispatch to the United States Postmaster 
General that the vessel carried no con- 
traband and is detained solely on account 
of the alleged mail matter. It is fur- 
ther stated in our Tacoma dispatch that 
the mail bags were opened on the Cal- 
chas and the letters examined. The 
Post Office Department has as yet no re- 
port of any detention of mail, but the 
Japanese Legation has complained that 
mail matter supposed to have been sent 
on the Calchas has not been received at 
its destination. 

Of course, the first work of our Gov- 
ernment will be carefully to ascertain 
the exact facts. If these turn out to be 
as reported, the Russian Government will, 
cannot doubt, instantly disavow the 
acts of its agents, apologize for their 
gross error, punish them appropriately, 
and give ample assurance that no such 
wild offense will be repeated. Even if 
the absolute immunity from seizure on 
the high seas of mail matter dispatched 
by one neutral under the seal of its Pos- 
tal Department, in the vessel of another 
neutral, were not guaranteed by definite 
international agreement, it would still be 
entirely exempt from even inspection. 
We cannot imagine that any law officer 
of the Russian Crown has advanced any 
other doctrine, or that a Russian prize 
court could possiblyventertain for a mo- 
ment a plea so preposterous as the one 
outlined in the Liverpool dispatch.

TACT. 

The Odell scandal duplicates the Cor- 
telyou scandal, but gn a reduced scale. 
B. B. ODELL ps Governor has no such 
wide sweep of authority as G. B. CoRTEL- 
You enjoyed when he was Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor, or as he will enjoy 
again if he becomes Postmaster General. 
So that CorTetyrov as Chairman is a 
much more formidable and fearsome per- 
son in the private office of a trust or 
combination in restraint of trade than 
ODELL as Chairman within the narrower 
limits of his activities. Moreover, Gov. 
ODELL and his candidate are, as every- 
body sees, stumbling toward sure defeat. 
A corporation within the State of New 
York might with the utmost impunity 
reply with'a curt refusal to the Chair- 
man-Governor’s demand for a campaign 
contribution. 

Mr. ODELL’s incumbency of these two 
posts is, nevertheless, a public scandal. 
Even Lieut. Gov. Hiceins, Gov, ODELL’s 
friend, supporter, and candidate, per- 
ceives that the thing is indecent. Mr. 
HIGGINS was reported lately as saying: 
“If I was Governor of New York and my 
party asked me to act as Chairman of its 
State Committee, I would resign my of- 
fice at the time I accepted the position 
of Chairman. It is a question of tact and 
propriety.” Tact is just the word. The 
Lieutenant Governor is full of it, He has 
one quality of tact for the Winter 
months-and another for Autumn. Our 
contemporary The Independent exhibits 
the two side by side. Quoting the pas- 
sage from the reported interview with 
Lieut. Gov. Higgins which we set forth 
above, The Independent recalls that Mr. 
HIGGINS was present at the conferenc 
held on Sunday, March 20 last, whe 
Senator Piatt, Senator DEprew, Post- 
master Van Cott, Collector STRANAHAN, 
Assistant Treasurer FisH, and Surveyor 
CLARKSON among others asked Gov. 
ODELL to take the Chairmanship of the 
party committee. At the close of that 
conference Lieut. Gov. Hiecins said to 
the newspapers that “the duties of the 
two positions need not conflict’; he saw 
“no reason why the Governor should not 
hold both.” 

When confronted by emergencies of 
an Odell nature, Mr. Hiccrns shows him- 
self capable of considerable agility in 
facing North by South. In his speech of 
acceptance he was no n’s man; as a 
member of the Candee he was 
flagrantly ODELL’s man, and voted $1S,- 
000 out of the State Treasury as a gra- 
tuity to the Furnaceville Iron Company, 
in which Gov. ODELL’s Wall Street friend 
is the principal figure. 

Speeches of acceptance cost nothing. 
The money Mr. Hiceins voted to squan- 
der came out of the pockets of the tax- 
payers. On those terms it Is easy to be 
tactful. There is no difficulty at all in 
being all things to all men as the exi- 
gencies of Odellism may require. But, 
as The Independent points out, it is not 
ODELL alone, it is the Republican Party 
and the chiefs of the Republican Party 
who are responsible for the exhibition of 
ODELL before the people of the State as 
Governor and party Chairman. For 
CORTELYOU the President alone is respon- 
sible. OpELL, in, both his qualities, is 
the chosen representative of his party. 
Together they are a fine pair. 


JAPAN’S WORE IN FORMOSA. 

The proofs of efficiency given by Japan 
in her war with Russia are so convincing 
and impressive that we are apt to forget 
the high state of civilization which the 
preparation for that efficiency in war in- 
volves. We have been led also to over- 
look the remarkable work she has been 
doing in Formosa, where her task heavily 
talfmd all her resources and all her skill 
in the walks of peace as well as war. A 
recent letter from a correspondent of The 
London Times sets forth at much length 
and in detail the nature of the task and 
the kind and degree of success that has 
been attained. It was in some important 
regards so like that we have assumed in 
the Philippines that it is well worth con- 
sidering. 

When Japan took over Formosa from 
China nine years ago the population of 
some 2,500,000 were harassed and plun- 
dered in the interior by bands of maraud- 
ers and on the coast was largely made 
up of pirates. The first work of the Jap- 
anese was to suppress piracy and estab- 
lish order in the Interior. This took near. 
ly six years, though other aims were not 


neglected in the meantime. The objects: 


most systematically pursued were road 
building, sanitation. education. and the 
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introduction of improved agriculture and 
of industries. "Up to the present time 
more than a thousand miles of roads 
have been constructed, 95 miles of rail- 
road, with 87 stations, were provided; 
125 miles of light railways were laid, 
and a plan surveyed and mapped out for 
an extensive system of railways for 
which $14,000,000 have been appropriat- 
ed. The telegraph and telephone wires 
have been introduced and 87 Post Offices 
have been opened, which in 1903 handled 
over 13,000,000 letters and some 330,000 
money orders. The efforts in sanitation 
have been directed to providing pure wa- 
ter, primarily through driven wells, with 
waterworks in the centres of population, 
toward the improvement of drainage, 
the systematic introduction of trained 
doctors, of whom some 200 are already 
in the island; the establishment of hospi- 
tals and the instruction of the natives in 
the essentials of hygiene. A practical 
proof of the efficacy of these measures 
is seen in the fact that the deaths from 
plague declined between 1900 and 1903 
from 2,619 to 606. 

The staple products of the island have 
increased in a notable -degree—tea five- 
fold, rice 10 per cent., camphor 125 per 
cent., while camphor oil, formerly wast- 
ed, is now a profitable product. Between 
1899 and 1901 the output of coal in- 
creased 100 per cent., of silver 250 per 
cent., and of gold sevenfold. The general 
revenue of the Government advanced 
from about $1,350,000 in 1896 to over 
$6,000,000 in 1908. The currency has 
been changed from the old copper cash 
with silver passing by weight to the mon- 
etary system of Japan. The deposits in 
savings banks—postal now—have in- 
creased from $114,000 in 1896 to over 
$382,000, or more than threefold. And 
the population has grown since 1897, 
when the first census was taken, from 
about 2,500,000 to over 3,000,000 in 1903, 
or about 20 per cent. This is plainly a 
splendid and an unprecedented record. 


THE LIBERIAN REPUBLIC. 

We are accustomed in this country to 
look on Liberia with more amusement 
than interest. A recent interview in 
London with Sir Harry H. JOHNSTON, an 
Englishman highly respected for his 
philanthropic labors, who has just re- 
turned from an _ extensive journey 
through the republic, indicates that there 
is solid ground for the hope that Liberia 
may yet develop into a prosperous and 
progressive country, the home of an en- 
terprising people. 

The extension of peace and order in the 
interior has been steady and the trade of 
the country is advancing in an encourag- 
ing manner. The present President, the 
Hon. ARTHUR BARCLAY, is a West Indian, 
being born in Barbados, and is spoken of 
as a man of energy, ability, and integ- 
rity. Although the Liberians from this 
country and from the West Indies do not 
now number more than 12,000, they are 
reported to be an active and intelligent 
class, who are gradually extending their 
influence over the natives of the inferior, 
of whom there are some 2,000,000, Sir 
HARRY JOHNSTON entertains the liveliest 
hopes for the commerce of the country, 
the resources of which he finds varied 
and rich, The back lands are filled with 
rubber forests, an excellent coffee is in- 
digenous, and is also cultivated; long 
staple cotton does well in the clearings; 
the oil palm is abundant; cacao thrives; 
there is a great variety of timbers, dye- 
woods, and drugs; there is hematite fron 
on the seaboard, and there are indica- 
tions of gold in the hinterland. The only 
unfavorable element in the situation, ac- 
cording to Sir Harry JonnsTon, is*a 
boundary question with France/ which, 
however, does not seem very threatening. 


ACCIDENTS AND THE 
TARIFF, 
The Pall Mall Gazette, referring to our 
railroad accidents, says: 


They are far too common in America, 
especially of late. The fact that it is a 
large country with plenty of room for them 
to happen'in is not sufficient to explain 
them. Probably the fundamental cause is 
the hasty and imperfect construction of the 
lines, the makeshift arrangements for sav- 
ing time, and the general rush of strenuous 
National life. 

As a matter of fact, accidents occur 
less frequently on the hastily and imper- 
fectly constructed lines than on those as 
well built as the state of the art per- 
mits, and which are now worked to the 
breaking point for a traffic dispropor- 
tionate to their equipment. During the 
past year permanent way and rolling 
stock have been permitted to run down 
in consequence of reduced earnings and 
high wages. There has been a disposi- 
tion to neglect replacements and peste 
ments as long as possible, for the reaso 
that until within the past month or 
two agreements among makers have sus- 
tained prices of many classes of mate- 
rials far above their value, measured by 
the cost of similar materials made under 
less advantageous conditions abroad, and 
by the prices at which our manufacturers 
have been very glad to accept orders 
from foreign buyers. Some are still so 
held. Artificially high domestic prices 
are the direct and foreordained result of 
the protective tariff. To large consum- 
ers like the railroads they are very bur- 
densome—for example, $26 per ton for 
rails which we have the authority of the 
most expert steel manager in the United 
States, Mr. CHARLES M. ScuHwas, for say- 
ing cost less than $12 to make. Boards 
of Directors of railroads who have felt 
it a duty to lower freight rates as much 
as possible, especially on ores, fuels, 
and the products of furnaces and mills, 
to help them tide over the dull period, 
have resented the obvious injustice of 
paying prices so unreasonable for the 
iron and steel they consume. Hence re- 
placements and repairs have as much as

possible been neglected, and the roads . 


are row in poor condition to face the op- 
erating difficulties of the imminent Win- 
ter. If this does not excuse train wrecks 
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it at least Se i to explain their occur- 
rence. * 

Railroad accidents are most frequent 
on the lines which are temporarily con- 
gested by the passenger business of the 
St. Louis Exposition. Like conditions 
may be expected except in seasons of 
exceptional prosperity, so long as distri- 
bution and consumption are sacrificed for 
the benefit of production, under a scale 
of duties devised wholly for the protec- 
tion of the latter. As Judge PARKmER has 
said, with admirable force and brevity: 
“Such duties have heen, and will con- 
tinue to be, a direct incentive to the for- 
mation of huge industrial combinations 
which, secure from foreign competition, 
are enabled to stifle domestic competition 
and practically to monopolize the home 
market,” 


SPAIN AND AFRICA. 

The view taken in Paris that the Span- 
ish possessions in North Africa will ulti-- 
mately come to France has a wish for 
its father, Such a transfer may come 
about in the remote future, but only in 
one so remote that it is hardly worth cal- 
culating. M. DeLcassE, we may be sure, 
has authorized no such interpretation of 
the recent agreement with Spain. 

That agreement was the natural out- 

come of the one arrived at between 
France and England which specifically 
required that the claims of Spain should 
be adjusted. Quite apart from the desire 
of the English Government to remain on 
good terms with Spain and to do nothing 
that would wound the susceptibilities of 
that nation, Great Britain would be bet- 
ter satisfied that the northwest corner of 
Africa, including the southern side of the 
Straits of Gibraltar, should be under the 
control of two European nations rather 
than one. The series of agreements is 
now complete, and for a long time the 
conditions established are not likely to 
be disturbed. France has gained much, 
and will doubtless push her influence 
westward from Algiers with the patient 
energy she has developed in the last 
quarter of a century. The sooner she 
sets up a substantial protectorate over 
Morocco and gives to that rich and tur- 
bulent country the benefits of an orderly 
administration the better for all the 
world. Especially it will be better for 
the United States, which cannot view 
with any satisfaction the recent Perdi- 
caris incident, or accident, from which 
our Government escaped with more good 
fortune than good sense, 


THE CASE OF CORTELYOU.

If a Democrat were President of the 
United States and were running for elec-

It is pregnant with possibilities 
of scandal and of shame, It is significant 
of the burial of scruples and of ideals in 
American politics, It is suggestive of a 
courage for doing and for daring, in direc- 
tions of danger and of wrong, that has 
never been shown before. It ought to arouse 
the morality and the manhood of the people 
of the United States. We do not know 
whether it will or not. It will, if those 
people are vitally and vividly honest. It 
will not, if those people have become sod- 
den and shameless. 

All suppositions or comments aside, the 
thing is a fact in our present history. No 
other Government under the sun among 
men has ever presented such a fact. Our 
own Government never before among men 
presented such a fact, Were Mr. Cortelyou 
the best man in the United States, that 
would not affect, except to his discredit, 
the conditions in which neither the best 
man nor the worst man in this country 
should ever be found, To throw up a Cab- 
inet office to become a campaign collector, 
under the admitted promise of a greater 
end higher Cabinet office in case the cam- 
paign collections work successful results, 
is a statement and involves a prozramme 
that ought to be impossible—but which, mis- 
erable to tell and shameful to record, are 
actual, evident, dreadful, horrible, hateful, 
and visible, and not only undenied but ap- 
plauded to-day. There is no propriety of 
government which this does not violate. 
There is no security of decency in politics 
which this does not flout and attack. There 
is no precedent for it in the pre-existing 
history of the world. There should be no 
precedent for it in the history of the world 
hereafter. The act itself has in it that 
quality of moral monstrosity which should 
smite it with the impotency that can be re- 
warded neither with prosperity nor with 


propagation.

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DANGER IN TROLLEY CAR FIRES. 


Electrical Insulation Alone Not a Guar- 
antee of Safety. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Not until some frightful accident super- 
venes is it probable that serious attention 
will be given to my contention that electri- 
cal insulation alone is in itself an insuffi- 
cient guarantee of immunity from fire, 
although the reasons therefor segm to be 
80 perfectly obvious in the light of some 
simple facts that are clearly indicated in 
the action of the transformer. Nor is it 
generally perceived that this wonderful in- 
strument illumines the entire field of elec- 
trical phenomena in much greater ampli- 
tude than its illustrious author or any of 
his successors have thus far shown. I am 
aware that the subject is properly one for 
discussion by the technical journals, but 
since the life, peace, and comfort of every 
one are more or less concerned, I beg suffi- 
elent space for the following: 

As originally devised by Faraday, the 
transformer consisted of an iron ring about 
eight inches in diameter, on the opposite 
side of which separate wires were wound, 
one leading from the dual poles of a bat- 
tery of Voltaic cells and another to 
analogous poles of a galvanometer, Neither 
of ‘the spirals was metallically in touch 
with the other, or with the iron ring, but 
only magnetically so through the instru- 
mentality of suitable insulation, and yet 
when current was turned on or off from the 
battery a corresponding. electrical current 
was developed in the opposite coil. From 
which it is clear that, notwithstanding the 
insulation of the wires and their complete 
metallic disconnection with the iron of the 
ring and with each other, and that thus 
the circuits were electrically isolated, there 
were reciprocating magnetic emanations 
between the conductors of battery and gal- 
vanometer sufficient to re-establish in the 
coils electrical currents of the same poten- 
tial strength, but always of opposite elec- 
trical polarity, 

Now, it is evident that the magnetic 
energy emitted from the wires traversed 
the insulation diametrically, and that the 
magnetic conductivity of the iron ring 
established a reciprocation of magneto-mo- 
tive force which resulted in a mutual in- 
terchange of electrical currents between 
the separate circuits, very much as a bent 
magnet reciprocates the magnetic efflux 
between its adjacent poles, but there was 
no development of an electric current in the 
transformer itself, or any other, save that 
magnetically established through the~in- 
sulation. 

Here, then, were two distinct forms of 
energy, reciprocal, indeed, but converse in 
character, propagation and direction—one 
requiring metallic‘continuity for its longi- 

dinal propagation, together with polar 
termini, and the other metallic disconnec- 
tion, but insulated contiguity to a sec- 
ondary metallic conductor with its longi- 
tudinal poles. From this it will be seen 
that the propagation of the electrical con- 
stituent was metallic and the direction 
longitudinal or circumferential from wire’s 
end to wire’s end, whereas that of the 
magnetic ‘was wireless and radial from 
centre to circumference, and further, that 
the magnetic constituent invariably estab- 
lished in the proximate or secondary con- 
ductor an electrical current of opposite elec- 
trical polarity to that existing in the pri- 
mary from which it emanated, and. vice 
versa. 

It may be asked why was nat an elé¢tri- 
cal current established in the iron ring of 
the transformer as well as in the metallic 
conductors, since fron is a conductor of 
both “the electric and magnetic. constitu- 
ents, the direction of propagation in the 
former being circumferential or superficial 
and of the latter internal or diametrical. 
The answer is that the iron ring and the 
secondary. conductor were not in metallic 
touch with the’primary, and that the iron 
ring had no electrical terminals or poles. 
An electro-magnetic impulse is due to an 
effort of nature to restore a disturbed equl- 
librium through the converse means of di- 
rect metallic conduction to earth or equl- 
librium and magnetic or atmospheric radia- 
tion diametrically and continuously. from 
end to end of the metallic conductor. From 
this it follows that if an electrical conduc- 
tor is not metallically continuous and has 
no polar termini, no direct electrical.current 
can be established, because there is neither 
earth nor equilibrium for the current to 
flow to; and atmospheric radiation is 
estopped by the far greater magnetic con- 
ductivity of the fron, (which is relatively 
821 times greater than air,) the magnetic 
impulse issuing from the primary in a 
transformer-being carried in its entirety to 
the secondary. 

If, therefore, electricity is constituted of 
these converse reciprocals, thus abundant- 
ly exemplified in the transformer, and if an 
electric conductor always radiates a mag- 
netic charge which is convertible into a 
corresponding electrical charge of -opposite 
sign in a metal conductor lying within the 
zone of magnetic influence having metallic 
continuity to earth or equilibrium, what is 
to prevent the development of such a 
charge howsoever perfect the insulation? 
Or what is to prevent disintegration of the 
insulation or to secure immunity from fire 
or molten metal in case of congested cur- 
rents of overwhelming ampereage? And 
what is to prevent congestion if there be 
no secondary conductor to assimiliate and 
reciprocate the magnetic emanations of op- 
posite polarity to that of the primary! 

The duality of electrical phenomena daily 
a@ssumes greater gravity and import, and 
the consequences in the near future, eco- 
nomically, industrially, and commercially, 
none can foresee. Quickly the world may be 
overtaken with huge surprise, for conser- 
vation of magnetic flux in electrical con- 
duction by reciprocation, so clearly dem- 
onstrated in the transformer, may ruth- 
jessly shatter some cherished conceits and 
largely promote the general weal.

SHIPS FOR MEXICAN NAVY. 


Two American-Built Gunboats Added to 
Republic's Little Fleet. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The Mexican 
Navy is the theme of a recent report made 
by Uniteq States Consul Le Roy, from 
Durango, Mexico, ‘“ Recently two modern 
gunboats were added to the fleet which for 
the present serves Mexico as a navy,” says 
Consul Le Roy. “These gunboats were 
built in the United States, at Hlizabeth- 
town, N. J., and two similar gunboats are 
now in process of construction at Genoa, 
Italy. Mexico has not so far acquired 
mén-of-war, though she has in recent years 
devoted some attention to fortifying her 
coasts. Her fleet of gunboats is designed, 
however, principally for purposes of patrel 
along her coasts and to carry small bodies 
of troops quickly to those regions in the 
northwest Province of Sonora, and in the 
southernmost territories of the republic 
where uncivilized tribes still, from time, to 
time, create disturbances.

SEEKING OIL IN ZANTE. 


English Syndicate Boring Near Famous 
Bubbling Pitch Wells. 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—United States 
Consul James Verner Long, writing from 
Patras, Greece, says a prominent English 
Syndicate has recently begun a search for 
cil on the Island of Zante. The present 
operations are on the site of what have 
been known for centuries as the “ pitch 
wells,” situated in the southernmost portion 
of the island, some ten miles from the town 
of Zante, and reached by an excellent car- 
riage road from that place. These pitch 
springs, or wells, are usually named among 
the interesting antiquities of the island, and 
received descriptive mention by Herodotus, 
Pliny, and others. 

In the larger of the two springs. the pitch 
is seen. bubbliag: up, as it comes from the 
earth, beneath exceptionally clear water. 
The substance rises in large bubbles, which 
assume the formr-and appearance of rubber 
balls, until the inclosed air bursts the 
globules and the pitch passes off. The out- 
put of this spring is estimated at about 
three barrels a day, and can be utilized for 
commercial purposes when mixed with pine 
pitch, although in its erude state it is com- 
paratively valueless. 

The second spring is in an adjacent vine- 
yard, but the pitch does not bubble up as it 
does in the spring just described, and its 
presence is only surmised from the extreme 
aridity and dark color of the soll, which 
sticks to the feet to some extent when 
walked on. 

The demand for this pitch in Zante has in 
recent years been very small, as vegetable 
pitch hag taken its place and is much pre- 
ferred. 

The English syndicate began its opera- 
tions in boring for oil in the immediate 
vicinity of the bubbling spring. It started 
with the most epproved modern boring ma- 
chinery and methods, and is being backed 
by substantial capital. If immediate success 
is not realized in its first venture it is said 
that the syndicate will bore several very 
deep wells before the termination of its 
enterprise. 

The discovery of petroleum in this region 
is confidently predicted by reputable geol- 
ogists and others who have studied oil ter- 
ritory in other countries. >

_ hind Mercedario, in Chile, 22,315, and Mere- 
caradario, in Mexico, 22,297. 
According to a measurement by a Peru- 
. Vian engineer, however, Huascan is 25,000 
feet high. It towers above a notable group 
of voléanic summits ‘n the south of Peru 
and to the westwarl of the great plateau in 
‘witich Lake Titecaca lies. 

Miss Peck carried instruments specially 
designed for the purpose of determining 
altitudes. One was a mercurial barometer 
made for her. She also had two hypsome- 

‘ ters to ascertain temperatures of boiling 
water, thus determining the pressure of the 
atmosphere and the height above sea level. 
In her party was a surveyor with instru- 
ments which could have been used at 21,000 
féet to determine the height of the summit 
that could not be reached.

* AMERICA’S GREATEST PROBLEM 


’ Archbishop of Canterbury Considers the 
Immigration Question. 


BOSTON, Oct. 9.—The Archbishop of 
Canterbury to-day preached to the largest 
eongregation that has attended a regular 
service at Trinity Church since the days 
of Phillips Brooks. Thousands of persons 
were unable to gain admittance. 

The Archbishop in his sermon referred to 


the immigration question, saying in part: 


“You in the United States are face to 
face with problems bewildering in their 
greatness and perplexity.

How 
you may best bring that force to bear I 
am not presumptious enough to try to

BUYS MS. OF “HYPERION.” 
Acquisition by British Museum Shows 
Working of Keats’s Mind.

LONDON, Oct. 9.—The Times will an- 
nounce to-morrow that the British Mu- 
seum yesterday acquired the original 
manuscript of Keats's “ Hyperion.” 

The manuscript was probably originally 
intended by Keats as a fair copy for the 
press, but the workings of the poet's 
mind during the transcription resulted 
in such a number of erasures and inter- 
lineations that it became necessary to 
have a new transcript. 

The original manuscript became the 
property of Leigh Hunt, and after his 
death it passed to the sister of Hunt’s 
physician. It was from her that the 
British Museum bought it. 

The Times says the interest and value 
of this manuscript are greatly enhanced 
because it exhibits the poet in the act of 
revising, adding to, canceling, and meta- 
morphosing, thus displaying a near ap- 
proach to the glow of original composi- 
tion. 


AMUNDSEN EXPEDITION SAFE. 


Whaler from Davis Strait Brings News 
of the Arctic Explorer. 


DUNDEE, Oct. 9.—A whaler returned 
from Davis Strait brings news of the 
Safety of Capt: Amundsen’s arctic expedi- 
tion, which left Christiania June 17, 1903. 


Capt. Amundsen’s expedition has’ been 
described as having for its purpose a task 
of the highest importance in the domain of 
terrestrial magnetism. “The plan was to 
go first to King Williafm Land, on the east 
coast of Greenland, and thence proceed for 
Bering Strait. If the plan should be car- 
ried out it would take the expedition almost 
directly across the North Pole. 

The vessel on which the expedition sailed 
was the Gjog, forty-six tons, yacht-rigged, 
and having an auxiliary petroleum engine. 
She was equipped for a stay of four years 
in the arctic regions. 

Cept. Amundsen is experienced in polar 
exploration, having accompanied Gerlach’'s 
antarctic expedition in 1897-99 as first of- 
ficer of the Belgica. After his return 


Amundsen consulted with Prof. Neumayer 
of Hamburg, a leading authority on ter- 
restrial magnetism, who informed him that 
expert determination of the earth’s mag- 
netic North Pole would be of greet value 
to science. The fitting out of the Gjoa 


expedition followed. 

Davis Strait, whence comes the re- 
port of the safety of Capt. Amundsen, con- 
nects Baffin’s Bay with the Atlantic Ocean, 
and forms the western boundary of Green- 


land. 
KING PETER ANOINTED. 


Elaborate Ceremony at Zicha—Metro- 
politan Blesses Monarch. 


ZICHA, Servia,. Oct.-9.-——The anointing of 
King Peter was performed here with great 
ceremony this morning. 

At 9 o’clock, amid the pealing of bells, 
the King, in full coronation robes, proceed- 
eda to church, where the Metropolitan Inno- 
cent, attended by an array of Bishops and 
clergy, celebrated high mass. The King 
then laid aside his crown, regalia, and 
sword, and proceeded to the Ikonostas, 
where he took up his position on a gold- 
embroidered carpet. 

The Metropolitan, taking an ampulla 
containing the holy chrism in one hand 
and the- anointing rod in the other, 
touched his Majesty with the rod on the 


rehead, nostrils, mouth, ears, chest; and 
— of the hands, making each time the 
sign of the cross and saying: “ The seal of 
the grace of the Holy Ghost. 

The King was then conducted to the 
altar, and partook of the communion, after- 
ward returning to the throne, where he 
resumed his royal emblems. The Met- 
ropolitah then invoked God’s blessing, and 
the ceremony terminated with the singing 
of an anthem, the King taking the cross 
to kiss as he left the church. 


INDIGNATION IN LIPPE. 


Meeting Denounces Kaiser's interfer- 
ence in Regency Dispute. 


BERLIN, Oct. 9—A popular protest 
against the endeavor to oust Count Leopold 
from the Regency was made to-day at a 
public meeting held in the town of Lage, 
which was attended by 1,000 subjects from 
all parts of the Principality of Lippe. 

After a number of speakers had vigorous- 
ly supported the position of the Govern- 
ment the temper of the assemblage was 
shown in the adoption of a resolution say- 
ing the meeting regarded attempts to con- 
test the decree as to the Regency, as mani- 
fested in the Emperor's telegram, as an 
unwarranted and deplorable attack upon 


the autonomy and sovereignty of Lippe, 
ind urging that the Diet take a firm stand 
in favor of Count Leopold. 

To prove that devotion and loyalty to the 
interests of Lippe did not conflict with 
fealty to the empire, the meeting closed 
with cheers for Emperor William as well 
as Count Leopold. 


FINDS PRINCESS LOUISE SANE. 


Italian Physician Also Discovers Marks 


of Violence on Her. 
ROME, Oct. 9.—Dr. Bossi, the alienist, 
after a visit to Princess Louise of Saxe- 
Coburg, declared that he found in her no 


trace of the insanity which was alleged 
as a reason for keeping her under restraint. 

He added that he found marks of vio- 
lence upon the body of the Princess. 


SERVICES FOR DR. BAAR. 


His Long Work for the Hebrew Orphan 
Asylum Praised. 


Officers, inmates, and friends of the 
Hebrew Orphan Asylum, several hundred 
in all, joined yesterday afternooh in a 
memorial service to the memory of Dr. Her- 
man Baar, Superintendent of the asylum for 
twenty-seven years, who died i cai %.

BELLEVILLE, N. J., Oct. 9.—The latest 
apostle of marriage reform is Justice of the 
Peace John C. La Faucherie of this village, 
but he does not rest content with theories, 
like George Meredith, Marie Corelli, or 
John Oliver Hobbes. Justice La Faucherie 
has something definite to offer, and, instead 
of trying to discourage marriage he seeks 
to encourage entering the holy bonds. He 
has everything worked out on a business- 
like basis, with perfect system and order, 
and if he does not succeed in making Belle- 
ville a new Gretna Green it will not be his 
fault. 

Justice LaFaucherie has labored long and 
arduously to get away from the reproach of 
the usual “‘ Justices marriage,” and he be- 
lieves he has solved the problem. And so 
the Justice’s fame has spread, and couples 
come far and near to have him tie the knot. 

First of all, the Justice lives in a very 
pretty house here and the parlor has been 
speciaaly. fitted up as a marriage bower, 
which brides have declared ‘‘is just too 
lovely for anything.’’ The Justice has also 
three grown daughters, charming girls, who 
have been so thoroughly trained that they 
can go through the paces usually allotted 
to bridesmaids with their eyes shut. If the 
bride prefers to have maids Of honor, the 
“ustices daughters have taken instructions 
as to how to act in this contingency, and 
use it as a side line. 

Then there are the Justice’s granchildren, 
who have gone through a special course of 
training as flower girls, and are provided 
with graduation certificates to show that 
they are proficient in the gentle art of 
strewing the bride’s path with posties. 
(Flowers may bé obtained in the neighbor- 
hood.) The Justice’s only son is an adept 
in any capacity. He prefers to act as best 
man, but at a pinch he will jump into the 
breach and play the usher as if to the man- 
ner born. Two constables who reside in 
the neighborhood and can be reached by 
telephone can be summoned at any hour of 
the day or night to act as witnesses or to 
perform any other service not inconsistent 
with their professional dignity. 

As the wedding party enters the recep- 
tion hall, sweet strains of Mendelssohn's 
“Wedding March,’’ played by Miss Cora 
La Faucherie, greet them. If the couple 
has not had time for one reason or another 
to get a supply of flowers, Miss Leonora 
Ayres, one of the granddaughters, hands 
the bride a bouquet as she steps up to the 


improvised altar, behind which, in all_his 
ju icial dignity, stands Justice La Fau- 
chere. 

Uusually in all ceremonies there is an 
awkward wait while the marriage certifi- 
cate is being made out. Even here the in- 
genuity of the Justice is made apparent, 
or while this unromantic task is being per- 
formed, the Justice’s daughters, who sre 
skilled musicians, render appro rlate 008%; 
such as “‘ Blessed Be the Tie That Binds” 
and the like. 

So as not to leave room even for the 
most carping critic to find fault, the Jus- 
tice, after pertorssing the ceremony in a 
way that the brides again call “ a 
presents to each happy couple a. wedding 
present, usually a parlor lamp.: ° 

Justice La Faucherie has _twelve 
rears’ experience, and {fn all that time 

e has sought to add the latest frills to 
his ceremonies. It may be said that it 
is not at all necessary for the couple to 
send word in advance that they are coming. 
The family is quite prepared to act in 
any emergency. 

The Justice does not advertise the un- 
usual advantages which he has to offer. 
He says that a pleased customer is the 
best advertisement.

CRITICISES THE CHURCHES. 


President Harper Says Universities 
Must Solve Religious Problems. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—‘‘ Not a single religi- 
ous problem of any importance has been 
solved by the theological seminaries of the 
United States in fifty years. The churches 
are too much occupied with denominationa]} 
questions to direct thoir attention to them, 
The solytion of these problems must come 
from our great universities, which are real. 
izing that they must furnish the religious 
training in the future.” 

President Harper of the University of 
Chicago, in addressing the students and 
Faculty on “‘ The University and Its Rela- 
tion to Religious Education,” to-day set 
forth in these words his opinion of the 
status of religious institutions. 

After branding the theological seminaries 
of the country as failures in true religious 


education, and lamenting the extreme de- 
nominationalism in the churches, Dr. Har- 
per offered a curriculum and plans for a 
vniversity which should embody his ideals 
or religious training, saying 

“The work of the uniyersity which un- 
dertakes this will include provisions for 
lectures, correspondence, . and reading 
courses for the students. Biblical history 
and litefature, religion, ethics, philosophy, 
and science also would be included in the 
curriculum. 

“The study will not be restricted to 
theory. The university will constitute itself 
a laboratory, in which practical work -will 
be done. Our University Settlement fur- 
nishes a good example of this.”

TO DR. SIMPSON’S FUND 


Gospel Tabernacle Jammed at 
Three Missionary Meetings. 


SOPHIE STARTED THE GIVING 


She Rushed Up the Aisle with $1,500 as 
in Other Years—Map Showing 
Heathen Countries Exhibited. 


More than $70,000 was raised at the three 
meetings of the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance, held yesterday in the Gospel Tab- 
ernacle, in Eighth Avenue, near Forty- 
fourth Street. It was the day set apart 
when, as the Rev. Dr. A. B. Simpson put it, 
the members, and friends of the Christian 
Alliance would -have the opportunity to 
show how much faith they had in the work. 
At the end of the afternoon session, Dr. 
Simpson, overwhelmed, shouted: ‘“ Stop 
giving—stop until to-night.” The receipts 
were fully up to the highest which the alli- 
ance has collected in this city on one of 
these annual collecting days, although the 
emotional character of the meeting was 
somewhat toned down, as compared with 
other years. 

Dr. Simpson, who made the plea for cash 
to convert the heathen in foreign lands, 
did so to three congregations that filled 
not only évery seat, but every bit of stand- 
ing place as well in the Tabernacle, which 
seats about 1,500 persons. They began to 
arrive as early as 7 o'clock for the prelim- 
inary testimony meetings. 

Sophie, the alliance’s annual and timely 
visitor, who has always led in the shouting, 
Was present again yesterday. She has al- 
ways started the money-giving ball a-roll- 
ing by stealing a march on Dr, Simpson 
and rushing up the aisle long before he was 
ready, slapping $1,500 upon the pulpit and 
shouting: 

“Hallelujah! There’s a little, 
will give you more!”’ 

She did the same thing again yesterday, 
followed by this comment from Dr. Simp- 
son: 

“I’m sorry, Sophie, but you’re not ahead 
this year." 

Opening the Bible before him, Dr 
Simpson pulled from between its leaves a 
dollar: ‘‘ This,” he said, ‘‘ was given me 
very early this morning by a poor woman 
who could not stay for the meetings.” 

“ Hallelujah!’ shouted Sophie, undis- 
mayed. 

The map of the two hemispheres which 
hangs behind Dr. Simpson on these occa- 
sions was there again yesterday. Across 
it was a darkened streak showing the ter- 
ritory of the unconverted. It was impossi- 
ble to look at the speaker without seeing 
it. 

Before Dr. Simpson began his sermon, 
prior to the collection, his daughter, Miss 
Margaret Simpson, sang: ‘‘ Himself He 
Could Not Saye,” enunciating each word 
so plainly that the audience became hushed 
to a silence almost painful, the organist, 
a woman with a contralto voice, joining 
in the chorus, 

In the early part of his sermon Dr. Simp- 
son explained that God had not intended 
that the teachings of Christianity should be 
for the people of Judea alone. He had not 
intended that it should be for an elite, but 
as much for the barbarian as fer the cul- 
tured Greck. ‘“ Don’t say,” he went on, 
“T've got to climb so high to reach it—this 
Christianity—got to be a member of soms 
elective set. Don’t think with the Buddhist 
that you've got to pile up merit. The Box- 
ers in the recent trouble in China had that 
idea. They ‘elieved that when they were 
killing a Christian they were piling up 
merit. The Gospel meets men on their own 
level. It’s not so important that you say, 
‘I will sin no more,’ as it is first to say, 
‘I believe.’ If you cannot get these words 
to your lips, just think that you believe, and 
cry. Any baby can cry.” 5 

Dr. Simpson next explained what a need 
there was for missionaries, and said that it 
was a wonder when, according to Brad- 
street, fully 35 per cent. ef men who em- 
barked in business were failures that so 
few would consecrate their lives to Christ 
become missionaries. ‘‘ That's a question 
you ought to ask yourself if you are really 
eincere,"’ he went on to say: ‘ Lord, do you 
want me to be a missionary?’ ” 

At this point Dr. Simpson paused in his 
sermon. “I will stop here long enough to 


ask this audience that question,”’ he said. 
‘‘ All who are ready to ask God that ques- 
tion, and to act upon it, please rise. -The 
ushers will please help me count.” There 
— 213 in the audience who rose to their 
eet. - 

Just before he began with the collection 
Dr. Simpson told a story, as he has upon 
other of these annual occasions. This time 
it was the story told to him by a Chinaman 
of his religious conversion. “I found my- 
self,’’ he said the Chinaman had told him, 
“in a mire of sin. While so engulfed it 
seemed to me as if Confucius was passing 
by. I cried to him to help me out, but he 
merély replied, ‘ Read books.’ Then 
came Buddha. ‘ Be ceful, be calm, con- 
tain yourself,” he told me. Then came 
Christ. He not only preached to me, but 
He helped me, helped me out of the mire 
of sin, helped me to live a better life.” 

Only the Deacons did the collecting. They 
distributed pledge cards, and also little bas- 
kets for the .cash. The amounts on the 
ee e cards were announced by the Rev. 


“— Wilson. 
Dr. ilson began announcing high 
amounts. “ Fifty ollars,”’ he commenced; 


“ $3,000, $1,800, oe. 

“When he had mentioned the latter sum 
the choir struck up a song of praise, and 
followed the announcement of every large 
sum with a vocal outburst. In the end 
usually little amounts, like 25 cents, were 
also noticed in this way. The sum of 
$55,000 was raised at the morning meeting. 

Dr. Simpson explained after the morn- 
ing meeting that the pledge cards were 
injvariably paid up. e said, as he did 
upon a previous occasion, that persons 
came to these annual Alliance meetings 

repared to give, because they believed in 
oreign missions, and that $220,000 had been 
collected in all by the Alliance last year. 

In the afternoon there was a meeting in- 
tended largely for the benefit of orphans 
in foreign lands. This meeting was pre- 
sided over by the Rev. Dr. Wilson and a 
number of missionaries spoke. At this 
meeting the receipts were raised to over

WOMEN READY FOR 


CHAMPIONSHIP GOLF 


Briton’s Title Holder Here to Meet 
American Players. 


THE CONTEST BEGINS TO-DAY 


Play Will Continue Throughout the 
Week on Merion Club Links— 


Big List of Entries. 

A singular fact in connection with the 
women’s amateur golf-championship of the 
United States, which will begin to-day at 
Philadelphia, is that while neither of the 
last two National champions will be among 
ceding years there have been six cham- 
pion, Miss Charlotte Dod, will be a con- 
testant for American golf honors. Miss 
Ded won the English championship last 
Epring. It is the first year she has held 
the British championship, although she has 
been a prominent competitor in the last 
three or four events. During the play this 
week she will meet only one of America’s 
ex-champions, Miss Frances C. Griscom, 
who held the title in 1900, 

The present tournament will be the tenth 
that has been played by the women golfers 
of the United States. During the nine pre- 
ceding years there have been six chcam- 
pions, Miss Beatrix Hoyt holding the title 
for three years—in 1896, 1897, and 1898. 
Then Miss Ruth Underhill, now Mrs. White 
of Brooklyn, won the title, followed by Miss 
Griscom. In 1901 Miss Genevieve Hecker, 
now Mrs. Charles T. Stout, won her first 
championship, and\she repeated her suc- 
cess the next year, Last year at Chicago 
Miss Bessie Anthony, now Mrs. Bernard 8. 
Horne, won the title, The latter held the 
Western championship for three years, but 
since her marriage she has been living in 
Pittsburg and playing little golf. 

These winners all held the Cox Cup, 
which has been the trophy of the United 
States Golf Association since 1896. In 1895 
a one-day competition for the women’s 
championship was played at Meadow Brook 
and was won by Mrs. Charles 8. Brown 
with what would now be termed the high 


medal play score of 132 strokes. Beginning 


with 1896 the match’play rounds were insti- 
tuted after the qualifying match at medal 


play. Y 

Th; tour.iment that will begin to-day on 
the links of the Merion Cricket Club will 
be the second that has been held in the 
Philadelphia territory. The first was in 
1899 at the Philadelphia Country Club. The 
Merion course was one of the earliest to 
be laid out in that city, and it has been 
improved considerably, so that now it has 
the full eighteen holes, with a playing dis- 
tance of 5,852 yards. It is practically un- 
changed from last year, when Mrs. Clement 
A. Griscom gave the invitation tournament 
in honor of the visit of Miss Rhona Adair, 
the British champion at that time and the 
first woman golfer of prominence in Great 
Britain to visit this country. Miss Adair 
easily showed her superiority over the 
American golfers, for although she did not 
meet Miss Bessie Anthony she met and 
defeated Mrs. Stout, the ex-champion and 
then favorably regarded as the leading 
player in the East. In the final round Miss 
Adair beat Mrs. Stout by 2 up, playing 
Ge gees in 92 strokes, while Mrs. Stout 


ooieht -four players have been drawn to 
meet this morning in the eighteen-hole 
medal play round. This is one of the larg- 
est number that has ever entered for the 
American championship. Miss Dod_ will 
play. with Miss Maude Kk. Wetmore of New- 
port, who was runner-up for the cham- 
pionship at Ardsley in 1898, when Miss Hoyt 
won her National title for the last time. 
Miss Wetmore has played in most of the 
tournaments since that time, although, like 
most of the Eastern women, she did not go 
to Chicago last year. She has held the

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS| 


The Week’s Retrospect and Fore- 
cast Leave Little to be Desired. 


The Upward Tendency Still Visible in 
the Movement of Prices of Both 
Bonds and Stocks. 


Preachers of reaction must’ confine 
themselves to prophecy, for there is no 
trace of it in the current movement of 
prices. On the week’s business both 
stocks and bonds improved their quota- 
tions in no uncertain manner. -Of 84 
stocks which moved a point or more, only 
26 declined, a record of more than two 
to one in favor of the advance. In the 
bond division the record was six to one, 
there having been only 7 declines to 44 
advances. Stocks show a full volume, 
larger than in any recent year, and even 
above previous totals this year, but bonds | 
were less active than in the preceding 


week, and there was marked loss of busi- 


ness in the highly speculative class. 
Union Pacific convertibles were the sin- 
gle exception, their volume having in- 
creased to a business of 5,290. Naturally 
they rose with the stock. No other bond 
reached even sales of 4,000, Steel 5s 
ranking second, with 3,445, and an ad- 
vance of %. These were the only ad- 
vances among the half dozen most active 
bonds, the other four in order—Wabash 
Bs, Consolidated Tobacco 4s, Rock Isl- 
and 4s, and Oregon Short Line 4s—all re- 
ceding fractionally. The six bonds con- 
tributed half of the week’s business, and 
as the other issues show such a propor- 
tion of advances there is an inference in 
favor of investment conditions which has 
been lacking lately. 

A dozen stocks contributed 4,103,360 
shares to the .week’s total business of 
5,735,472, and there was but one decline 
among them, % for Steel common, the 
preferred advancing 1% on the largest 
business iti any stock. The largest ad- 
vance was 4%, in St. Paul, a solid residue 
from the larger advance upon reports of 
purchases of St. Paul, or by St. Paul, in 
the readjustment of the Northwestern 
Railway map. Since there is no better | 
authority than that citable in denial of 
the stories, the advance must be left 
unexplained or attributed to better ap- 
preciation of values. Amalgamated en- 
joyed the next largest advance, 35, upon 
trade betterment. Reading rose 2% upon 
* reports regarding dividend prospects and 
financial readjustment. Better than frac- 
tional advances were made by Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit, Erie, Missouri Pacific, 
Pennsylvania, Southern Pacific. An ad- 
vance of 28 in Buffalo, Rochester and 
Pittsburg upon the first full sale this 
year is an example of what was often 
remarked less agreeably when the mar- 
ket was falling. When intervals between 
sales are long, readjustments to the 
market are often sharp, without any 
corresponding change in the value of 
the property. The inference in this case 
is of general as well as individual im- 
provement.

STILL IN HOSPITAL 


Doctors Say That Vanderbilt Cup 
Contestant May Recover. 


HEATH, THE WINNER, HELD UP 


Clement Takes Referee’s Decision on 


His Protest Philosophically—Bars 
Down on Speeding Now. 


George Arents, Jr., the automobilist who 
was injured Saturday in the progress of the 
international automobile race for the Van- 
derbilt Cup, at Westbury, Long Island, by 
an accident which cost the life of his mech- 
anician, Carl Mensel, last night was in a 
condition so greatly improved that there 
now is every hope for his recovery. The 
physicians who were called into consulta- 
tion with Dr. Louis Lanehart, chief of the 
Nassau Hospital staff, at Mineola, where 
Mr. Arents is under treatment, and Dr. A. 
J. McCosh of New York, Mr. Arents’s fam- 
ily physician, decided after spending nearly 
the entire day with the injured automobilist 
that there was no evidence that there had 
been a fracture of the skull, as was at first 
believed, and that the talked-of operation 
would not be necessary. 

Five physicians in all were with Mr. 
Arents through the day, but after the pa- 
tient in the afternoon so far recovered con- 
sciousness. as to show signs that he recog- 
nized his mother and wife, the New York 
doctors, except Dr. McCosh, decided to re- 
turn to their homes. Dr. McCosh later in 
ihe day was joined by Dr. B. Sachs, a 
nerve specialist, and another examination 
of Mr. Arents was made. The conclusion 
then reached was that a blood vessel in 
the brain had burst, and a clot had formed. 
Dr. McCosh expressed the hope that within 
forty-eight hours this would be absorbed. 

When the accident happened to Mr. 
Arents, the glasses in the eye protectors 
he wore broke, and some of the splinters 
went into the eye on the left side. The 
particles have been removed, and no serious 
result is feared. 

Mr. Arents still is in a state of coma, 
but there has been no marked increase in 
his temperature to alarm his attendants. 
The physicians took a very hopeful view 
of the case last night and stated that Mr. 
Arents in all probability will récover. His 
father, mother, wife, and sister remained in 
attendance and spent most of the day at 
his bedside. They have taken apartments 
at the Garden City Hotel, but have spent 
the time since Mr. Arents’s accident at 
the Nassau Hospital. The swelling on the 
lower part of the back of Mr. Arents’s 
head is still of such proportions that the 
exact nature of his injury cannot be de- 
termined until this has been somewhat re- 
duced, but the consulting physicians are 
satisfied that there is no fracture. 

Dr. Cleghorn, house physician of the Nas- 
sau Hospital, yesterday issued a certificate 
ot death in the case of Carl Mensel, the 
mechaulician employed by Mr. Arents, and 
who was thrown from the Arents car and 
crushed in the accident, and so an inquiry 
by the Cproner will be obviated, as Mensel 
was living when he was received in the 
hospital. The unfortunate automobilist 
will be buried in the Luthevan Cemetery, at 
Newtown, to-morrow. 

CLEMENT VIOLATED THE RULES. 


Of the decision reached by W. K. Vander- 
bilt, Jr., donor of the cup which induced 
Saturday’s great race, on the protest made 
by Albert Clement, whose machine finished 
second to George Heath’s car, and which 


was announced early Sunday morning, A. 
R. Pardington, Chairman or the Race Comn. 
mittee, talked freely yesterday. 

The protest was dismissed by Mr. Van- 
derbilt, who was referee, after a long and 
thorough discussion of the claims made by 
Clement. Mr. Pardington said that Mr. 
Vanderbilt was in consultation with the 
members of the Race Committee from 9:30 
P. M. Saturday until 1:30 A. M. Sunday, 
and after taking into consideration every 
circumstance connected with the case, Mr. 
Vanderbilt had reached the decision that 
the penalty inflicted on Clement was just. 
The referee found that Clement had en 
handicapped by his slight knowledge of 
English, and the fact that he did not have 
a companion who could speak English in 
his car, and that Mr. Clement violated the 
rules governing the contest through ignor- 
ance of requirements of competitors, but 
that he had violated the rules of the con- 
test was settled by his own admission 
that he had made repairs on his machine 
while in the controls. Of Clement’s asser- 
tion that others also had done the same 
thing, Mr. Vanderbilt decided that he could 
not remit the penalty on Clement because 
of that statement, and as no other com- 
petitors had been detected in violating the 
rules they must have the benefit of any 
doubt, and be regarded as free from any 
effort for unfair advantage. 

Cjement was in Mineola through the 
greater part of the day, and noone the 
ruling of the referee philosophically. He 
had been greatly excited immediately after 
the race and when he first filed his protest, 
but after considering the conditions over 
night he was comparatively calm yesterday. 
He still insisted that the use he made of 
the time in the controls in repairing his car 
was without any intent to break the rules, 
and he declared that other drivers did the 
same thing, going so far as to name some 
of those who utilized the time in the con- 
trols in making ready for high speed as 
soon as they resumed the race. Clement 
was not discouraged by his failure, how- 
ever, but declared that he still believes that 
his machine is the fastest that competed in 
the international race. He asserted that he 
was sure that his car can beat the winning 
machine, driven by Heath, and he asserte 
most positively that he intended to return 
to America next year and try for the cup 
a second time. 

The winner, George Heath, eareety, ‘has 
been notified that he is wanted in Paris, 
where the makers of the car he drove have 
headquarters, and he will leave some time 
this week, though the date of his departure 
has not been fixed as yet. As Mr. Vander- 
bilt is anxious to get a rest after the hard 
work of making arrangements for and con- 
ducting the big race, and with Mr. Pard- 
ington has decided to take a ten days’ rest, 
the matter of the fixing a time for the 
presentation of the Vanderbilt Cup is left 


open. 
SATTERING NAILS NOT BELIEVED. 


Of the charge that nails had been scat- 
tered on the road over which the race was 
conducted, with malicious intent toward the 
racing motor cars, Mr. Pardington said that 
he was loath to believe that any such act 
had been committed. No information of 
that charact2r had come to him officially, 


he said, and he doubted that there was 
ground for the report. Mr. Pardington de- 
clared that the most common accident met 
with by auvtomobilists was picking up nails, 
tacks, and glass on the road. District At- 
torney James P. Niemann of Nassau Coun- 
ty said that while the charges had been 
prought to kis attention, it would be very 
difficult to detect the offenders.

FINED FOR SPEEDING OVER ROAD. 


Those who were fined were C. W. Gates, 
who admitted speeding and was fined $25, 
and Charles Hoyt of Oyster Bay, who en- 
tered a plea of guilty and paid the same 
amount as Mr, Gates. 

The chance that the stirring race of Sat-

HILLIS DECRIES AUTO RACE. 


Plymouth Preacher Calls It as Foolish 
as a Bullfight. 


In the course of his morning sermon in 
Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, yesterday, 
the Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis took 
occasion to express some severe views as 
to the international automobile race on 
Saturday. 

“Men to-day are choking themselves 
with luxuries,” said Dr. Hillis. ‘‘ Oh, the 
degradation of a scene within the past 
few days! I shall not spécify the scene— 


as foolish as a bullfight, as vulgar as 
reddening the sands with gladiatorial com- 
bats, as revolting as bartering Christ’s 
garment for a few pieces of silver. This, 
too, in a generation when men should 
have no time left from ceaseless toil -for 
libraries and homes and the pursuit of 
Jesus Christ and his laws of reformation.” 


TO WAR ON ARMORED TIRES. 


Somerset Freeholders Would Protect 
New Jersey’s Macadam Roads. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ORANGE, N. J., Oct. 9.—It is stated that 
the Board of Freeholders of Somerset 
County will make an effort to have the 
Legislature at its next session enact more 
stringent laws for the regulation of auto- 
mobiles cn the county roads. A new 
trouble seems to have arisen. Complaints 
are reaching the Freeholders from all parts 
of the county that the mecadam roads are 
being injured by the armored tires that are 
being used on a number of the big ma- 
chines. 

This tire is said not to slip, and is a de- 


vice of steel spikes fastened to a heavy 
leather strap which is vuicanized on the 
face of the tire. When traveling at a high 
rate of speed, it is declared that these ma- 
chines tear up the macadam roads. A 
number of roads in the vicinity of Ber- 
nardsville have been injured seriously. 


ELECTRICAL UNION’S MOVE. 


Asks Building Employers for Confer- 
ence—Request Ignored. 


It was announced yesterday that Electri- 
cal Workers’ Union No. 3 had sent a letter 
to Otto M. Eidlitz, Chairman of the Board 
of Governors of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association, suggesting a confer- 
ence with the electrical contractors to mod- 
fy the arbitration agreement in order that 
the lockout could be brought to an end. 
The employers have made no reply. Presi- 
dent Charles L. Eidlitz of the Building 


Trades Employers’ Association was asked 
about the letter last night. He said: 

‘*A letter to this effect was received and 
was referred ‘by the Board of Governors to 
the Electricai. Contractors’ Association. 
The emplovers have repeatedly announced 
that they cannot recognize Electrical Work- 
ers No. 3. The new union of electrical 
workers is the only one we can now recog- 
nize, and we have all the electrical work- 
ers we need at present.’’ 


UNION TRICKERY CHARGED. 


How 300 Men Are Said to Have Lost 
Jobs on New Bridge. 


The Railroad Iron Workers’ Union, ac- 
cording to Delegate McMeekin, has a griev- 
ance against the Housesmiths and Bridge- 
men’s Union for causing 300 railroad iron- 
workers to lose their jobs on the Williams- 
burg Bridge. He says there is a dispute 
between the Housesmiths.and Railroad Iron 
Workers about the jurisdiction of certain 
work which both of them could do, 

Pending the adjustment of the dispute he 
says one of the delegates of the House- 


smiths’ and Bridgemen’s Union told Dele- 
gate Geraghty of the Railroad Iron Work- 
ers’ Union to take the 300 men off, and 
Geraghty did so without suspecting any- 
thing. Immediately, he says, some one tel- 
ephoned to the headquarters of the House- 
smiths and 300 housesmiths were put to 
work in their places, and are there still. 


PRINCETON’S NEW CLASS BIG. 


May Be Largest on Record—Total Prob- 
ably Over 1,500. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 9.—The complete 
enrollment of the entering class at Prince- 
ton hus been determined and shows a total 
of 418 freshmen this year. The class will 
be the largest on record if all the students 
succeed in retaining their stand untii after 
the divisional examinations two weeks 
hence. 

The candidates for the classical courses 
are still falling off in number, and the sei- 
entific department is even more popular 
than last year. There are 153 academic 
freshmen, 234 scientific, and 31 first-year 
special. The total registration of last year 


was 1,431, but this year it will probably 
ass the 1,500 mark, as the regular students 
n the entering class number a hundred 
more than were graduated last June. 


Fire Devastates Shenandoah. 


ROANOKE, Va., Oct. 9.—Fire which broke 
out at 1 o'clock this morning in the Kauff- 
man Hotel, at Shenandoah, Va., and threat- 
exec the destruction of the town, which 
has a population of 2,000, was gotten under 
control three hours later after three hotels, 
two stores, and four small shops and 
Testaurant had been destroyed.
